The wholesale shakeup  oc- 
curred in the Fourth, Sixth, 
Eighth, Eighteenth, Twenty-sec- 
ond and Twenty-sixth Wards 
where a total of 156 Democratic , 
clerks were affected. Only a/ 
handful of clerks will serve in 
the July 18-20 voter canvass in 
precincts where they had been 
stationed, 

Donnelly’s supporters have 
charged that the transfer of clerks 
was instigated by the Callanan 
forces to create dissatisfaction 
among the regular clerks of elec- 
tion, encourage them to resign 
and thus pave the way for re- 
placement with Callanan-approved 
election officials in the wards. 

300 Clerks Affected. 

Transfers not quite so numerous 
have been placed in effect in 
seven other wards in which a 
shakeup was ordered recently by 
the election board. Total of clerks | 
affected in the 13 wards is about 
270. 

In the other 15 
minor changes were 
among Democrats. 

A few Republican clerks were 
transferred also, but George W. 
Hartman, who is in charge of 
Republican clerks, said there had 
been no wholesale changes. 

William Mooney, in charge of 
Democratic clerks, said pressufe 
by the Callanan faction had not 
influenced his selection of the 
seven Callanan-picked replace- 
ments in the Fourth ward. He 
insisted that no one told him to 
use any of the seven as replace- 
ments, and that he had picked 
the names as he came to them. 

However, the check disclosed 
that all seven replacements were 
added to the reserve list in June. 
Many other names have been in 
the reserve file for several years. 
Mooney is an associate of State 
Senator Edward J. (Jellyroll) Ho- 
gan Jr., who is aligned with the 
Callanan machine. 

The Fourth Ward is the home 
ward of City Treasurer John J. 
Dwyer, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, whom the 
Callanan forces are out to defeat 
for re-election to the party ‘post 
because of his support of former 
Gov. Donnelly for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination. The 
Callanan faction is supporting 
Congressman Phil J. Welch, Don- 
nelly’s only opponent.

Obstacles to River Bill

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
The Ejighty-second Congress re- 
stored almost a billion dollars to 
an expanded atomic,weapons pro- 
gram vesterday and then voted to 
quit for good. 

Unless President Truman calls 
a special session, the law-making 
days of this Congress are over. 
The next—or Eighty-third Con- 
gress, with a lot of new faces, will 
convene Jan. 5, 1953. 

Day-long negotiations on two 
money bills which had blocked 
adjournment plans Saturday paid 
off when a compromise was | 
reached and the Senate and then 
the House approved the measures 
just before sundown. 

The bills would provide: 

1—$11,793,776,339 to finance 
atomic expansion, foreign aid and 
military construction throughout 
the world. 

2—More than $500,000,000 for 
river, harbor and flood control 
projects. 

Small Attendance, 

With most Republicans attend- 
ing their national convention in 
Chicago and many Democrats out 
of town, only a handful of legis- 
lators were on hand when Con- 
gress adjourned. The House quit 
at 5:28 p.m., the Senate at 5:41 
p.m. 

During the final day, Democrats 

did not take advantage of their 
numerical superiority. Leaders 
said all actions were fully agreed 
on by absent G.O.P. leaders either 
in advance or in the course of 
long-disiance telephone calls.

This was later boosted to 
two billions by the House as a 
compromise move, but Adminis- 
tration leaders in the Senate in- 
sisted -on more. The _ original 
White House request was for 
nearly three billion dollars. 

The original bill also contained 
a rider that many—including the 
President—interpreted as barring 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
from starting any projects it 
didn’t have the money to com- 
plete. 

As finally passed, the spending 
curb was retained in the bill, but 
opponents of the rider said its 
effect was goffset by the addi- 
tional $898,000,000 voted yester- 
day for the Atomic Commission. 

River Bill Compromise. 

Also resolved was a secondary 
dispute over a $584,061,600 rivers 
and harbors and flood control 
bill which Congress sent to the 
White House just before it ad- 
journed.

MacArthur’s Address 


Neither -Helps Nor 
Hurts His Own Chances 
or Those of Eisenhower 
and Taft.

CHICAGO, July 8—The re- 
action of professional politicians 
today to Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s keynote speech to the 
Republican convention last night 
was that in making his own bid 
for the presidential nomination 
in the event of a deadlock be- 
tween Gen. Eisenhower and Sen- 
ator Taft he had neither helped 

nor hindered his candidacy. 

The hour-long oration did not 
come up to the advance notices 
that had frightened the Eisen- 
hewer people. They were fear- 


tumultous demonstration would 
help Taft or make MacArthur a 
formidable opponent if Taft, fail- 
ing the nomination for himself, 
threw his support to him. The 
speech and its reception left the 
Taft-Eisenhower situation in 
status quo. 
Fails to Electrify Crowd. 

As a keynoter, the general was 
far better than most first day con- 
vention performers, certainly 
when compared with former Gov. 
Dwight H. Green of Illinois at 
Philadelphia four years ago. In 
outlining his own platform for a 
campaign against the Democrats, 
MacArthur was Hhstened to re- 
spectfully by the crowded amphi- 
theater, but he failed to electrify 
the delegates or spectators, per- 
haps because they were tired out 
by the battle over the convention 
rules at the afternoon session, 
which the Eisenhower forces won 
over Taft by an indecisive margin. 

Appearing in a blue suit, with 
a blue tie and soft white shirt, 
rather than in his famous khaki, 
which he wears with a flair, the 
general was far less effective 
than when he appeared before 
the joint session of Congress over 
a year ago. 

Most of his rhetoric was di- 
rected at the entrenched Demo- 
crats, but there were some ran- 
dom shots at Eisenhower because 
of his association with the com- 
bined and joint chiefs of staff 
grand strategy during the war 
and the bi-partisan foreign policy 
after the war. Like Senator Taft, 
the speaker was not specific in 
his proposals for an affirmative 
foreign policy. His criticism was 
global and most caustic against 
the United Nations, the Marshall 
plan, the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and the Mutual Se- 
curity Administration, although 
he did not mention these agencies 
and programs by name. 

Criticism on Korea, 

‘Bhese criticisms were applauded 
by the Taft delegates and sup- 
porters. The greatest response 
during the speech was his refer- 


Nations decision in June 1950 to 
defend Korea, when he said: 

“Few “would take exception to 
the impulse (to defend South Ko- 
rea), however idealistic, to sup- 
port the preservation of freedom 
where we had done so much to 
implant the principles and spirit 
of freedom, but it is fatal to enter 
any war without the will to win 
it. I criticize not the morality of 
the decision, but its irresponsibil- 
ity and recklessness.”

After a breakfast of ham and 
eggs arranged by the Missouri 
Committee for Eisenhower at the 
Blackstone Hotel, Eisenhower, 
exuding vigor and charm, gave a 
brief free-whéeling talk which, by 
their own testimony, “captivated” 
most of the delegates present. 
Since 22 of the 26 Missouri dele- 
gates already are wearing Ike 
buttons, much of the “captivat- 
ing” already had been performed 
for him at the Congressional dis- 
trict level. 

Handsomely tailored in con- 
servative brown and wearing a 
brown shirt and tie, Eisenhower 
spoke briskly and earnestly. He 
was in good spirits, ruddy-faced 
and obviously enjoying himself. 

Magistrate H. Glenn Weber, of 
High Ridge, chairman of the Mis- 
souri delegation, and as strong 
for Ike as Ike is for himself, 
introduced the candidate, with 
obvious relish, as the “greatest 
man on the America scene today 
and the next President of the 
United States.” 


General’s Remarks. 
Eisenhower opened his remarks 
with the observation that “a wise 
old commander” once had told 


him that anyone who had 20 min- 


utes to talk ought to be able to 
tell everything he knows” so he 
wasn’t going to take 20 minutes. 
He said he was trying to follow 
a policy of “always take your job 
seriously, but not yourself.” 

Referring to his drive to cap- 
ture the nomination, Eisenhower 
said that he didn’t feel he was 
too important, personally, in the 
Republican undertaking. 

“Tt’s the cause that counts,” he 
said with great earnestness. But 
lest anyone get the notion that 
Eisenhower was contemplating 
modification of his all-out Donny- 
brook with Senator Robert A. 
Taft for the G.O.P. prize, he added 
quickly: : 

“IT say that we must stay in 
there together and pitch and 
throw the stove lid at anyone 
who gets in our way.” 

Then he added this conciliatory 
observation: 

“If we get kicked in the teeth

with Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower

By a vote of 658 to 548, the 
convention sided with the Gen- 
eral yesterday in a preliminary 
test on the issue of seating con- 
tested delegates.

ministration’s “tragic blunders.” 
At 11:30 (St. Louis time), the 
widely ay Nyx starting time, 
fewer than 200 delegates were in 
the hall, and only a handful of 
spéctators. ' 
The session finally got under 
way at 12:15. 


It recessed at 2:25 p. m. 


National Chairman Guy George 
Gabrielson -said he thought it 
would be at least Friday, and 
perhaps longer, before the con- 
vention could wind up its busi- 
ness.

Bridges Urges Unity. 

The day’s first speaker, Senator 
Bridges, Senate Republican lead- 
er, warned that the Taft-Eisen- 
hower fight could lead to defeat 
at the polls in November unless 
the party closed ranks behind the 
winner. 

“We would indéed be hiding 
our heads in sand,” Bridges said, 
“if we ignored the bitterness, the 
disunity and dissension which 
have been engendered within our 
ranks.” 

This was received with what 
looked like glum agreement by 
the delegates, most of whom were 
in their seats by that time al- 
though there was only a sprink- 
ling of spectators in the galleries. 

The crowd warmed up and 
began to applaud, however, when 
Bridges lit into the Democrats, 
blaming them for “Communist 
sympathizers, fellow travelers dnd 
their dupes .. . government pay- 
rolls . . . expenditures, immoral- 
ity, crises and waste ... corrup- 
tion . . . taxes and anxiety ... 
and fear.”

R. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
Possibly never before has a soldier been called to a ros- 
trum such as this to participate in the deliberations of a great | 


political party. I approach the task in a spirit of humility born of 
full understanding of my own marked limitations, but fortified by so 


solemn an obligation. 


In this unusual assignment, I feel a deep consciousness of the 
mature and gravity of the crusade upon which we now embark—a 
crusade to which all sound and patriotic Americans, irrespective of 
party, may well dedicate their hearts and minds, and fullest effort. 
Only thus can our beloved country restore its spiritual and temporal 
strength and regain once again the universal respect. : 


I speak with a sense of pride 
that all of my long life I have 
been a member of the Republican 
party, as was before me my father, 
an ardent supporter of Abraham 
Lincoln. I have an abiding faith 
that this party, if it remains true 
to its great traditions, can provide 
the country with a_ leadership 
which, as in the days of Lincoln, 
will bring us back to peace and 
tranquility. 

Perhaps it is unnecessary here 
to indict the present Administra- 
tion for all of its tragic blunders. 
For that indictment has already 
found full expression in the re- 
sentments which have poured 
from the hearts of the American 
people from north to south, east 
to west, with no distinction of 
race, creed, color or political af- 
filiation. I know. From the four 
corners of the land, I have seen; 
I have heard. It has been a spon- 
taneous expression reflecting a 
deep sense of fear that our lead- 
ers in their insatiate demands for 
ever more personal power might 
destroy the republic and erase 
from the earth those mighty prin- 
ciples of government’ which 
brought to this land a liberty, a 
dignity and a prosperity never be- 
fore known. It has been an ex- 
pression of faith in our ultimate

that the love of liberty still burns 
unquenchable in the American 
heart. 
Causes of Dismay. 

Many of the people who thus 
register the depth of their re- 
sentments do not fully compre- 
hend the nature and degree of the 
policy misdirection which has 
brought us to fiscal instability, 
political insecurity and military 
weakness. But they view with 
dismay the failures of our leaders 
in the short aftermath of victory 
which causes us, the once proud 
and mighty victor, unceasingly to 
call upon every American mother 
to yield her sons in a fight for 
national survival; which causes us 
to submit to extortion and black- 
mail for the release of our _citi- 
zens unlawfully detained by na- 
tions with which we are at peace: 
which causes us to deprive our 
beloved divisions: committed to 
battle in Korea of the power and 
the means and the will to achieve 
victory—our country’s traditional 
military goal. 

-They view with dismay the 
alarming change in the balance of 
world power, arising from the 
tragic decisions taken by willful 
or guileless men representing us 
at Tehran, Yalta, Potsdam and 
elsewhere. Those reckless men 
who, yielding to international in- 
trigue, set the stage for Soviet 
ascendency as a world power and 
our own relative decline. 

They view with dismay the 
tragic weakness of our leaders 
reflected in their inability to re- 
build our strength and restore 
our prestige, even ofter our com- 
mitment to war in Korea more 
than two long years ago dra- 
matically emphasized the inade- 
quacy of,our security preparation; 
reflected in their inability to con- 
serve our resources even while 
they warn of national peril; re- 
flected in their tolerance of cor- 
ruption or worse in the higher 
positions of the public service.

They entertain a growing fear 
that the same policy misdirection 
which has thus debased the dollar 


omy as to imperil the nation’s 
solvency and thus destroy our liv- 
ing standard. With the dollar 
down, prices up and taxes in- 
creased, a higher wage buys less 
today than yesterday. Tomorrow 
may be even worse. Let me read 
you this letter illustrating how 
millions of American wage earn- 
ers are losing their living stand- 
ard: 


“In 1941, I was working as a 
railroad telegrapher, as I am to- 
day. My weekly wage was $38.88. 
Subtracting $1.17 for railroad re- 
tirement, I had $37.31 take home 
pay—no income tax. My weekly 
wage now is $71.32. But from that 
comes $4.46 retirement and $10.50 
income tax. Net: $56.36. Also, 
the cost of living has gone up 189 
per cent in the meantime. My 
old take home pay was equivalent 
to $71.27 today. But my take 
home pay today actually is that 
$56.36. My loss in income is 
$14.91. In other words, after 11 
years, and with no compensation 
for added experience or increased 
productivity due to technological 
developments, I have actually suf- 
fered a pay cut of about $15 per 
week.” 


And so it is with all of us. 
Few Liberties Unimpaired. 


In this march away from our 
traditional American standards, 
few of our former liberties have 
been left unimpaired.. Rights and 
powers specifically reserved to 
state, community and individual 
by constitutional mandate have 
been ruthlessly suppressed by a 
creeping federal authority. Reck- 
less abuse indeed has been made 
of that most dangerous of all sov- 
ereign powers—the power to tax. 
We find ourselves already past 
the point where higher taxes 
might be expected to produce 
higher revenue. The propaganda 
of fear is replacing our once dy- 
namic initiative, well-tested vision 
and unparalleled energy in a 
frantic effort to whip-lash the 
country into a maximum of pro- 
duction, 


This misdirection of public 
policy, which so endangers sur- 
vival of our traditional American 
way of life, finds its genesis in 
an alien and foreign philosophy, 
its application in American poli- 
tics designed to further entrench 
a 20-year hold upon the political 
power. It emphasizes with star- 
tling clarity the sage warning of 
a wise and farseeing Democratic 
leader of many years ago, Senator 
Benjamin Hill of the state of 
Georgia, who foresaw something 
of what has happened, but I dare 
say expected the responsibility 
would be chargeable to a Repub- 
lican Administration.. He cau- 
tioned on the floor of the Senate 
of the United States: 


“T have said I do not dread (in- 
dustrial) corporations as instru- 
ments of power to destroy this 
country, because there are a2 
thousand agencies which can 
regulate, restrain and control 
them; but there is a corporation 
we may all well dread. That cor- 
poration is the Federal Govern- 
ment. From the aggressions of 
this corporation, there can be no 
safety if it is allowed to go be- 
yond the well-defined limits of its 
power. I dread nothing so much 
as the exercise of ungranted and 
doubtful powers by this govern- 
ment. It is, in my opinion, the 
danger of dangers to the future 
of this country. Let us be sure to 
keep it always within its limits. If 
this great, ambitious, ever-growing 
corporation become oppressive, 
who shall check it? If it become 
wayward, who shall control it? If 
it become unjust, who shall trust 
it? As sentinels on the country’s 
watchtower, Senators, I beseech 
you—watch and guard with sleep- 
less dread that corporation which 
can make all property and rights, 
all states and people, and all lib- 
hour, and its victims forever.’ 
How prophetic this 

How far our. institutions have 
been yielded to these very ex- 
cesses of power which he so 
deeply feared—and this, fronical- 
ly enough, under the stewardship 
of his own party! Let none say 
this is but a partisan conclusion.

Sound Leadership Needed: 

But our failures in domestic 
policy can be overcome, for gov- 
ernment takes its tone, its charac- 
ter, even its general efficiency 
from its leadership. Sound leader- 
ship can restore integrity to the 
public service; can economize in 
the public administration; can 


our divisions in Japan reduced 
from three to two regiments, our 
regiments from three to two bat- 
talions, our battalions from three 
to two companies—with our pro- 
tection withdrawn from South 
Korea as a military indefensible 
peninsula, we there and then 
plunged our forces into war to 
defend it. Few would take ex- 
ception to the impulse, however 


eliminate disloyal elements from 
public authority; can purge our 
educational system of subversive 
and immoral influence; can re- 


store to youth its rightful herit- | 


age; can strengthen the fabric of 
our free economy; can raise the 
dollar to its true value: can reduce 
the tax burden on individual and 
industry; can regain the course of 
constitutional direction; can re- 
capture personal liberties now im- 
paired; can correct social inequi- 
ties; can strengthen the position 
of both worker and owner in pri- 
vate industry, even while protect- 
ing the public interest; can fortify 
the initiative, energy and enter- 
prise of the farmer so as to insure 
the adequacy of the production of 
food in lean years and its distri- 
bution in those of plenty, without 
being crippled by the unwar- 
ranted interference and domina- 
tion of government; and can re- 
arm the nation without undue 
burden upon the people. The cor- 
rection of domestic evils and 
lapses would not be too difficult 
provided the will to do so firmly 
exists.’ 

Foreign policy has been as 
tragically in error as has domes- 
tic policy. We practically in- 
vited Soviet dominance over the 
free peoples of eastern Europe 
through strategic dispositions of 
Soviet force at the close of the 
European war; we deliberately 
withdrew our armies from thou- 
sands of square miles of hard- 
won territory, permitting the 
advance of Soviet forces to the 
west to plant the Red flag of 
Communism on the ramparts of 
Berlin, Vienna and Prague, capi- 
tals of Western civilization; we 
recklessly yielded effective con- 
trol over areas of vast uranium 
deposits without which the So- 
viet might never have devel- 
oped the threat of atomic pow- 
er; we foolishly permitted the 
encirclement of’ Berlin by So- 
viet forces, rendering almost 
inevitable the tragically high 
cost we have had to pay to se- 
cure open lines of supply and 
communication between our 
zones of occupation there and 
in West Germany. 

We authored, sponsored or ap- 
proved policies under which the 
German industrial plant was sub- 
jected to major postwar disman- 
tling and destruction; we turned 
over to the Soviet for slave labor 
hundreds of thousands of German 
prisoners of war in violation of 
every humanitarian concept and 
tradition; .we failed to protest the 
murder by the Soviet of the 
flower of the Polish nation; and, 
even after victory had been 
achieved, we continued to supply 
the Soviet with quantities of war 
materiel, despite the clear and 
inescapable warnings of the Soviet 
threat to future peace. 

In the East, we gave over to 
Soviet control the industrial re- 
‘sources of Manchuria, the area of 
North Korea and the Kuriles 
pointed at the heart of the Japa- 
nese home islands. We condemned 
our faithful war-time ally, the 
Chinese people, to the subjuga- 
tion of Communist tyranny. And, 
in the course of these moves, we 
proceeded with precipitate haste 
to divest ourselves of our own 
military strength. Despite the 
threat to our security then clearly 
apparent, our executive flaunted 
and ignored the judgment and will 
of the Congress which appropri- 
ated funds for the expansion of 
our air arm which he arbitrarily 
refused to expend for such pur- 
pose. 

Small wonder indeed that from 
the combination of these tragic 
decisions and events, there oc- 
curred a reve of the balance 
of world power such as history 
has never before recorded. 

Then, suddenly, with our mili- 
strength standing at possibly 
the lowest relativity in history— 


idealistic, to support the preserva- 


| tion of freedom where we had 


| done so much to implant the prin- 
iciples and spirit of freedom, but 
it is fatal to enter any war with- 
out the will to win it. I criticize 
not the morality of the decision, 
but its irresponsibility and reck- 
lessness, 

We defeated the North Ko- 
rean. armies; but, when the 
Communist armies of China 
struck, our leaders lacked the 
courage to fight to a military 
decision, even though victory 
was then readily within our 
grasp—a victory which would 
not only have discharged our 
commitment to the Korean peo- 
ple, but which ig the long run 
might well have saved conti- 
nental Asia from Red domina- 
tion. And, after discarding vic- 
tory as the military objective 
and thereby condemning our 
forces to a stalemated struggle 
of attrition and the Korean na- 
tion ahd people to progressive 
obliteration, we again yielded to 
Communist intrigue and entered 
into protracted armistice nego- 
tiations even though every les- 
son of experience had clearly 
shown such negotiations to be 
but the means whereby such an 
enemy gains time to reinforce 
his military capabilities. 

While I have not been con- 
sulted with reference to Korea 
since my retirement from active 
assignment 15 months ago, I can 
unhesitatingly say that a leader- 
ship which by weakness and in- 
decision has brought about such 
a military dilemma lacks the 
soundness of vision, the moral 
courage and the resolute will to 
resolve it. Yet, resolved it must 
be, for we cannot long carry so 
intolerable a burden. We must 
have a leadership capable of 
decision, as indecision in war is 
but the prelude to disaster. Wo 
military problem is unsolvable. 
Korea stands today as the hal- 
lowed graveyard for countless 
American dead. We must not let 
it become as well a graveyard for 
American hope, American faith 
énd American honor. 

In Europe, and indeed through- 
out the world, our foreign rolicy 
approach has been equally as 
vacillating and negative and, for 
the. most part, sad indeed to re- 
late, under the domination of 
others. We have yielded to self- 
ish pressures both at home and 
abroad and, in so doing, have 
unduly directed the distribution 
of our wealth into privileged 
channels, Rave taken sides in 
international disputes which were 
fundamentally none of our affair, 
and have endeavored to impose 
our will on other nations’ purely 
domestic problems in an imperial- 
istic manner. We have ignored 
traditional friends while shower- 
ing our favors on others, and we 
have lost that sense of judicial 
fairness which formerly charac- 


could erect internal bulwarks 
against Communism’s growth, our 
leaders have expended much of 
our resources on the area of 
. Events have 
largely established the fallacy of 
ttis reasoning. Indeed, the his- 
tory of mankind shows clearly 
that the love of liberty is a spirit- 
ual resource of the human heart 
which, if non-existent, does not, 
spring from money alone. None 
will quarrel with the impluse to 
do reasonably within our 
power to Assist the best effort 
of the peoples of western Europe 
to prepare their bastions for self- 
defense, but Communism with its 
recently acquired strategic fron- 
tiers in Asia and Europe and ‘its 
penetration elsewhere by internal

Nor 
would the free world be the 
gainer, if our own nation which 
from its own conception in liberty 
has ever stood as a beacon of 
hope and inspiration should so 
exhaust itself of spiritual and ma- 
terial resources as to render its 
own survival subject to the will 
of others. Such a tragedy would 
return civilization to the darkness 


of kuman liberty might perish 
from the earth. 


But the present Adminisira- 
tion ignores the lessons of his- 
tory, however clear and unmis- 
takable. It ignores the prac- 
tical aspect that there is a limit 
even to our own vast resources. 
It ignores the fact that our po- 
tential strength rests not so 
much upon any natural advan- 
tages which we have and others 
have not, but upon the initia- 
tive and vision, the enterprise 
and courage, the sweat and toil 
which alone spring from the 
incentive of freedom. Destroy 
such incentive and our nation 
can go the way of many others 
toward a universal level of 
mediocrity—a standard of life 
measured by the lowest com- 
mon denominator which 
Communism’s ultimate goal. 


The Administration is obsessed 
by the idea that we can spend 
ourselves into a position of lead- 
ership abroad, just as it believes 
we can spend ourselves into pros- 
perity at home. Both are based 
upon illusory premises. Both 
challenge economic and _ social 
truths, deeply rooted in the ex- 
perience of mankind. World 
leadership can only rest upon 
world respect. Such respect is 
one of those spiritual ideals 
which do not result from gifts, 
propaganda, salesmanship or any 
aftificial means. It is not for 
barter to the highest bidder. It 
is not within the orbit of inter- 
national trade. It is influenced 
solely by the soundness of the 
ideas by which we better our own 
civilization, elevate to higher 
standards our own way of life, 
and strengthen the dignity of our 
own citizenry. , Only through the 
exemplification of sound ideas 
which in the crucible of experi- 
ence have produced for us a bet- 
ter and more serene life may we 
contribute in fullest measure to 
the well-being of others. The 
higher our own standard and 
more stable we become, the great- 
er our Appeal to less fortunate 
peoples and the more they will 
look to us and our ways of guid- 
ance and leadership. This ap- 
plies equally to those behind the 
Iron Curtain and those still 
blessed by the concept of human 
freedom. For the whole record of 
civilization proves that the tyran- 
ny has not as yet been devised 
which can long resist a sound 
idea. 

Spiritually and physically we 
possess the resource, properly 
conserved and realistically ap- 
plied, to lead toward a world 
freed from the exhausting wars 
which have so plagued the past. 
This is a practical purpose, not 
visionary. For the destructive- 
ness of modern war has now in 
the atomic age become too fright- 
ful to contemplate by even a po- 
tential victor. ad 

This then must be the direc- 
tion of our foreign policy. We 
must, upon restoration of our 
military strength and spiritual 
balance recklessly dissipated in 
our headlong retreat from vic- 
tory, chart from that strength 
a true and unequivocal course

to peace and _ tranguility—a 
peace and tranquility which 
will be real, not fictitious; deep- 
rooted, not superficial. Our 
ideal must be eventually the 
abolition of, war. Such is the 
longing hope of all of the 
masses of mankind of whatever 
race or tribe. Indeed, so well 
is this understood that even 
the despot in order to assure a 
following cloaks the threat or 
application of force with the 
hypocritical pretense that his 
purpose is to secure the peace. 
‘But rarely has the present Ad-

trary, it has done much to ad- 
vance the danger of global strife 
by its indecisive conduct of the 
campaign in Korea with its 
shameful implication that we dare 
not strike back at those who 
strike at us, by its bellicose at- 
titude toward all who oppose it 
in international diplomacy, and 
by its: pattern of collective se- 
curity agreements which, without 
as yet having mounted either the 
will of the physical power to suc- 
cessfully meet aggression, have 
divided the world into armed 
camps and rendered us depend- 
ent, not alone upon the wisdom 
of our own foreign policy to keep 
us out of war, but upon the for- 
eign policies and diplomatic 
moves of other nations as well, 

We must fully understand that, 
once we commit ourselves to the 
defense of others, the issue of 
war or peace is no longer in our 
exclusive hands, for we become 
but another pawn in the game of 
international power politics—a 
@angerous game—in which the 
present Administration has dem- 
onstrated no peculiar adeptness. 
It has talked and pledged peace 
while moving toward war. In- 
deed, none can deny what his- 
tory so clearly records—that the 
Democratic party has well earned 
the doubtful distinction of being 
the war party of modern Amer- 
ican politics. The dead of World 
War I, of World War II and of 
the Korean war render mute tes- 
timony. 

We must remain faithful to the 
commitments we have made to

The free peoples of Asia and 
the Middle East do not ask for 
American garrisons to defend 
their soil.

They-have bo€h the will 
and adequate men, if properly 
equipped, themselves to conduct 
their defense and to turn the 
tide decisively against Commu- 
nism. There is no logical reason 
why the same solution should not 


apply with respect to all others.

By far our nation’s greatest 
resource is our youth. In 20 bit- 
ter campaigns, I have witnessed 
its magnificence in the most try- 
ing experience of all—that of the 
battlefield. It has never failed 
our faith, never failed an invin- 
cible courage, and a patriotism 
which subordinated life itself to 
duty. Yet, as it now approaches 
the responsibility of civic leader- 
ship, it is confronted with a situa- 
tion made almost desperate by the 
loss of such opportunity and re- 
source aS was our own heritage - 
from the past. This is the great- 
est tragedy of all—that a national 
Administration could have _ s0 
yielded to the disease of power 
as to betray the youth of America. 

Despite stresses and strains, 
the fine basic character of the 
American people remains un- 
impaired. It offers hope that 
under the inspiration of a 
strong, moral leadership the 
people—all the people — will 
hurl back insidious efforts to 
sow the seeds of suspicion, dis- 
trust and hatred calculated not 
only to stir up racial or reli- 
gious strife between the several 
segments of our society, but to 
destroy the unity and common 
understanding which has been 
the cornerstone to our growth 
as a nation. The very survival 
of our liberties and, indeed, our 
civilization és dependent upon 
our citizenry of all races, creeds 
and colors standing firmly and 
invincibly together with a sin- 
gleness of purpose, a mutuality 
of faith and a common prayer 
—God bless America. 

It is this spiritual unity which 
offers assurance that the com- 
ing crusade to rechart the na- 
tion’s course toward peace and 
security and prosperity will 
find an aroused countryside 
ready and eager to march. That 
crusade rests upon the humani- 
tarian aspirations of mankind, 
its constitutional rights, and the 
moral necessity for human hap- 
piness. It demands a purifica- 
tion of the nation’s conscience 
and a refortification of its will 
and faith. Therein lies the Re- 
publican party’s challenge to 
leadership. 

At the close of the constitu- 
tional convention, George Wash- 
ington remarked to Benjamin 
Franklin that he believed the 
Constitution as finally evolved 
was a great and noble charter of 
liberty upon which the several 
states could rally, unite and pros- 
per. “Yes, general,” Franklin 
responded, “if we can make it 
work.”

U.S. DEMANDS END} 


TO THE "RAW DEAL 


Calls War in Korea Un- 
constitutional, Assails 
‘Shameful Trading’ 
With Reds by Allies.

CHICAGO, July 8—Senator 
James P. Kem of Missouri, who 
has been described as a member 
of the “dinosaur wing” of the 
Republican party, said today that 
the American people are rising 
up against “wanton destruction of 
the American way of life” by the 
Democrats. 


Kem, who is fighting for his 
political life in Missouri's bitter 
senatorial campaign, addressed 
the Republican national conven- 
tion on its second day, a speaking 
engagement thoughtfully arranged 
for him by the convention ar- 
rangements committee dominated 
by supporters of Senator Robert 
A. Taft. 

Thus, the delegates were priv- 
fleged to hear one of Kem’s more 
undiluted anti - administration 
speeches which he. has delivered 
by the hundreds in more than 
a year of hedge-hopping in Mis- 
souri in his campaign for re- 
election. 

Quotes Jefferson. 

Kem told the delegates: 

“Thomas Jefferson once said 
that he would like to see a revo- 
lution every 20 years. This is 
the twentieth anniversary of the 
New Deal. Its death bell is due to 
strike on Jefferson’s own clock. 
The people are rising up. They 
are demanding an end to this 
wanton destruction of the Amer- 
ican way of life.” 

He charged that the admini- 
stration had taken the United 
States into an “undeclared, un- 
constitutional war’ in Korea with- 
out the consent of Congress, He 
charged, too, that American 
soldiers in Korea are being killed 
by bullets made from materials 
sold to the Reds by allies of the 
United States in Western Europe. 
“Our allies take the cash,” Kem 
said. “Our boys take the casual- 
ties.” 

Republicans in Congress have 
made efforts to “bring this shame- 
ful trading to a halt,” the Senator 
said,” but the countries of western 
Europe continue to sell large 
quantities of such vital items as 
iron, steel and rubber to the 
Reds.” 

President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson have 
the duty and the power to stop 
this practice but they have re- 
fused to act, Kem continued. He 
said there should be a law which 
states plainly that no nation shall 
receive assistance from _. the 
United States so long as that na- 
tion sells strategic war materials 
to the Reds. 

Truman’s “Raw Deal.” 

Turning to domestic matters, 
Senator Kem charged that Tru- 
man’s “raw deal” and its “squan- 
dermania” have brought the na- 
tion to the brink of financial dis- 
aster. He said that the Adminis- 
tration’s policy of “more spending 


and more taxes” is “billionitis at | 


a critical stage.” 


Discussing what he termed 


“the threat to our liberty’ Kem 
said that throughout history a 
dictator bent on imposing tyran- 


ny has used the excuse that he | 
was acting in behalf of the peo-| 


ple. President Truman, he de- 
clared, has taken the position 
that he has the right to do what 
he thinks is good for the people 
“regardless of the Constitution, 
of the law or Congress.” 

“Never in our history,” Kem 
continued, “has the Constitution 
been so brazenly defined, the law 
so openly flouted and the rights 
of people so defiantly trampled 
underfoot.” 

When the Republicans take 
power after the November elec- 
tion, Kem went on, they will act 
like any tidy housewife and 
“sweep the place clean.” 

Outlines a Program. 

Then he outlined a _ six-point 
Republican program of action 
which, among other things, he 
said, would end the trend toward 
“one-man government” so that a 
President would never again be 
permitted to order the armed 
forces “into war without the con- 
sent of the elected representa- 
tives of the people.” 

The Republicans, he said, would 
chart a firm and clear foreign 
policy with peace as its objective, 
no “secret treaties,’ and Ameri- 
can national interest as the prime 
concern. 

He said the Republicans would 
’ ‘balance the budget and cut ex- 
penses “in a thousand places” 
without impairing essential mili- 

and civilian services. 

Cutting “big government” and 
big spending, Kem said would 
go far toward ridding the federal 
agencies of “crooks, grafters and 
parasites.” 

“We must sweep out the blund- 
erers, plunderers and squand- 
erers,” he said. 

Other major undertakings of 
the Republicans, he said will be 
_ to “drive out the Communist rats 
that have been and are under- 
mining the foundation of our gov- 
ernment,” and to end censorship 
and “let the pitiless light of- pub- 
lic scrutiny to our public affairs.” 

In carrying out their “high mis- 
sion,” Kem said the Republicans 


would welcome the aid of “all | 


loyal Americans, Jeffersonian 
Democrats and independent 
voters.” | 

In introducing the Missouri 
Senator, Walter S. Hallanan of 
West Virginia, temporary conven- 
tion chairman, declared Kem had 
rendered a valuable public serv- 
ice in fighting the “vote frauds 
and other corruption” in Kansas 
City, during the domination of 
the “vicious Truman-Pendergast 
machine.? 

Kem, Hallanan said, is “No. 1 
on President Truman’s hate list.” 
This, he added, puts Kem in the 
No. 1 position “in our affections.”

CHICAGO, July 8. 

HE first man to be nominated, 

informally, for the White 

House, as of this important 

week in 1952, is General of the 
Army Douglas Arthur MacAr- 
thur. Whether the nomination will 
take or not—like a vaccination— 
remains to be seen during the 
rest of this week. 
Singularly: enough, this tenta- 
tive nomination of Gen. MacAr- 
thur was made by Civilian Mac- 
Arthur, himself the same except 
for a change of dressing. It can 
be revealed, however, without vio- 
lating censorship, that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was rather enthusiastic 
about the military, international 
and domestic policies of Mufti 
MacArthur as opposed to those of 
Truman and Eisenhower.

Guy George Gabrieison, a Taft 
man, to get the credentials group 
organized, was National Commit- 
teeman Werner W. Schroeder of 
Illinois, also a Taft man.

FISENHOWER CAMP Facts Belie Taft’s Proud Boast 


FLATED BY RULES 
CHANGE VICTOR 


Backers Cautiously Pre- 
: dict General’s Nomina- 
tion on Early Ballot, 
but Expect Hard Race. 


CHICAGO, July 8 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s forces 
tempered elation with caution to- 
day in predicting an early ballot 
victory in his drive for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, 

The general’s camp was jubi- 
lant over the preliminary victory 
on the rules change, which he 
marked up over Senator Robert 
A. Taft at yesterday’s dramatic 


opening session of the Republican 
national convention. 

But among key Eisenhower aids 
there still was much respect for 
Taft’s resourcefulness. They 
made it plain they expect to win 
—but they looked for a close race. 

Eisenhower himself left the 
victory claims to his campaign 
manager, Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts, who de- 
clared the general would be 
nominated on about the third 
ballot. The voting may start to- 
morrow night. 

Sees Hard Job For G.O.P. 

At a conference this morning 
with the 18-vote Nebraska dele- 
gation, largely pro-Taft, Eisen- 
hower said he believes the Repub- 
licans are going to have a “hard 
job whipping the Democrats in 
November.” 

He said the party has got to 
muster a “tremendous majority” 
at the polls in November. Then 
he said: 
~ “TI don’t want a see-saw bat- 
tle that will give us the executive 
office (presidency), lose the Sen- 
ate and give us a small majority 
in the House.” 

The general said the Republj- 
cans must appeal to the about 
8,000,000 Americans who are 
reaching voting age for the first 
time. “We have got to have them 
in our camp or we are not going 
to win.” 

He said the party should also 
seek to woo the independents and 
the disgruntled Democrats. 

Eisenhower called for a return 
to a sense of spiritual values and 
in doing so, remarked that the 
French have “gone astray,” be- 
come “50 per cent agnostic or 
atheistic” and have approached 
the point where their ‘moral fiber 
has disintegrated.” 

‘Heartening News.’ 

Eisenhower called the prelim- 
inary triumph he scored at the 
convention last night “hearten- 
ing news” to himself and millions 
of Americans. 

Eisenhower watched the con- 
vention session on television at 
his Blackstone hotel headquarters. 
When it was over, he called a 
press conference and read a state- 
ment which said in part: 

“Today’s action ... is proof 
that this convention belongs to 
the delegates and to the people 
who elected them. 

“Now that this test has been 
met, the people will look to the 
convention with trust and to our 
party with growing confidence 
that, unitedly, it will lead the 
country to a rebirth of political 
honesty, courage and vision. 

‘Party Will Deserve to Win.’ 

“Today’s action means that, on 
next Nov. 4, the Republican party 
will deserve to win.” 

In reply to a question, Eisen- 
hower said he did not know 
whether the vote on the rules 
change could be regarded as a 
test of the ultimate strength he 
would muster on the nomination 
contest. 

But Gov. Walter J. Kohler of 
Wisconsin, who conferred with 
the general a few minutes earlier, 
said the vote reflected delegate 
sentiment on the nomination. 
Kohler added that Eisenhower 
had indicated he thought so, too. 

Relaxed in an easy chair and 
smiling broadly, Eisenhower re- 
piled “indeed yes” when a re- 
porter asked whether he included 
himself among the millions he 
said were heartened by the rules 
change victory.

Disap- 
proving of their popularity, which 
never won them the White House, 
Bob Taft prefers Herbert Hoo- 
ver, Calvin Coolidge, Warren 
Harding and, naturally, his father 
William Howard Taft.

“ Coming into his big test as an 
unbeaten fighter with 25 knock- 
outs in 31 straight wins, Turner 
paid the penalty of over-eager 
youth, In time, he may be able 
to cope with the wiles and iron 
jaw of Gavilan, but not yet. 
After setting a blazing early | 
pace, Turner ran into trouble in 
the fifth when Gavilan hurt him | 
with a flurry inspired by a 
patented bolo right. Turner was 
penalized the round by Referee 
Tomasco for a low blow, but it | 
was only a formality. Gavilan 
won the round from here to 


Havana. 

After the fifth, Turner slowed 
his furious pace. Gavilan, more 
sure of himself, was able to 
make the Philadelphia kid fight 
his fight. The Cuban champ took 
the lead only to have frantic 
flurries by Turner force him to 
bide his time. 

In the tenth, it seemed Gavilan 
couldn’t miss with a left hoox. 
Time after time they thudded 
home on Turner’s wide open jaw. 
Still young Gil surged back with 
a round-ending flurry. But the 
end was in sight. 

Coming out for the eleventh, 
Turner shot the works in one last- 
gasp effort. It failed, Driving 
home counter hooks, Gavilan 
smothered the rally. Pressing 
Turner against the ropes, he 
rattled punch after punch off 
Gil’s chin as the youngster sagged 
on rubbery legs like Randy Tur- 
pin before his knockout by Ray 
Robinson. 

Did Not Get Off Hook. 
Retreating from certain dis- 
aster, Turner again was trapped 
on the ropes. This time Gavilan 
didn’t let him get off the hook. 
He was absorbing heavy punish- 
ment that left his mouthpiece 
dangling from loose lips when 
Referee Tomasco stopped it at 
2:47 of the eleventh. 

Few in the crowd of 39,025 that 
paid a record welter gate of $269,- 
677 disagreed although Turner, 
11 to 5 underdog, had solid bet- 
ting support from his home town. 
Turner even agreed that the 
referee was right. Only his man- 
ager, George Katz, objected. 

“Gil was okay when he came 
back to his corner,” said Katz. 
“We want to fight him again in 
September anywhere in the 
world.” 

The simple facts were that 
Turner was in over his head with 
the experienced 26-year-old 
champ. The 15-round route was 
a little too much. If it had been 
a 10-rounder, Turner might have 
won. But this was 15 rounds for 
the championship, a distance cal- 
culated to separate the men from 
the boys. 

Weight made no difference. 
Gavilan at 146 to Turner’s 14412 
was in his best condition in 
months. He had to be to take 
care of the buzz saw puncher 
from Philadelphia’s “strawberry 
mansion” district who may yet 
become a champion.

Gross Appeals for Vote 
by Council — Malik 
Gives Notice He Will 


Veto Resolution. . 


UNITED NATIONS,.N.Y., July 
8 (UP)—The United States re- 
quested today that the United 
Nations condemn Russia’s germ 


warfare propaganda campaign and 
the Kremlin’s “message of hatred” 
against the Western world. 

United States Ambassador 
Ernest A. Gross called for Secur- 
ity Council support of an Ameri- 
can resolution declaring “without 
substance and false” the Commu- 
nist charge that U.N. troops used 
germ weapons in Korea and con- 
demning the Soviet practice of 
“fabricating and disseminating 
such false charges.” 

Russia’s Jacob A. Malik fol- 
lowed Gross on the floor. He took 
20 minutes to explain in detail 
that the Soviet Union would not 
participate in the debate, and 
would use its fifty-first veto to 
kill the measure. He said Russia 
would not take part in the debate 
because of the Council’s refusal 
to invite Communist China and 
North Korea, 

Gross told. the Council: “The 
resolution will make it more dif- 
ficult for the Soviet government 
to continue waging its campaign 
of germ warfare and spreading its 
message of hatred. 

“Members of the Council can, 
by their support of this resolu- 
’ tion, show to the Soviet govern- 
ment the wisdom of dropping this 
campaign of falsehood, returning 
to the Disarmament Commission 


and getting back to work on a | 


program to reduce the armaments 
of the great powers, and to elimi- 
nate those very weapons of mass 
destruction which it falsely ac- 
cuses the U.N. command of us- 
ing in Korea.” 

Gross reminded the Council 
that in 1947 Russia introduced, 
and the General Assembly 
adopted, a resolution eondemning 
“all forms of propaganda, 
whatsoever country conducted,

VEN before this madhouse convention began its peculiar course, 
Fine Eisenhower forces had got the big break they were waiting 


for.

The break «was | #%& 
a firm agreement between Summerfield and Gov. John Fine of| $ 
Pennsylvania that they would throw their combined support to 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower at the psychological moment. 


It will be a heavy blow to the 
hcpes of Senator Robert A. Taft 
when Fine and Summerfield lead 
the majority of the two biggest 
officially uncommitted delega- 
tions into the Eisenhower camp. 
But perhaps Senat®r Taft will 
come up with a counterblow of 
his own. 

Background of Agreement. 


In any event, the background 
of this Fine-Summerfield agree- 
ment is vividly interesting. In 
the case of Summerfield, his “un- 
¢.mmitted” status has been strict- 
ly for public and Taftite consump- 
t_on ever since Eisenhower's visit 
to Detroit. 

As tlhe general departed, Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge. arrived 
in Detroit, saw Summerfield, and 
gt the word he wanted. There- 
a.ier, behind the shield of his 
supposed neutrality, Summerfield 
was in fact at work lining up 
the maximum of Michigan’s 46 
dciegates for Eisenhower. 

Of late, Summerfield’s inclina- 
ticns have beccme a more and 
more open secret. In the case of 
Fine, on the other hand, all has 
been mystery, doubt and specu- 
lation and the case of Fine has 
been even more important than 
the case of Summerfield, since 
Pennsylvania has 70 delegates, of 
whom many more than a third are 
either controlled or strongly in- 
fluenced by the Governor. 

The result of Fine’s control of 
this large bloc of uncommitted 
votes was. best summed up in his 
own remark, “I’m being kind of 
wooed.” Both the Eisenhower 
and the Taft camps did every- 
thing in their power to bring the 
Governor over to their sides. 
Mentions of Cabinet places, hints 
of the vice presidency, the most 
iron-clad promises of control 
over all Pennsylvania patronage 
—these wert the commonplaces 
of Fine’s pre-convention weeks. 


Both Sides Offer Lures. 


The Eisenhower people went 
so far as to ask Fine’s old friend 
and more recent enemy, Senator 
James Duff, to cede to the Gov- 
ernor his senatorial patronage 
powers. 

The Taft people, meanwhile, re- 
lied heavily on the influence over 
Fine attributed to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. Some days before 
the convention opened, Fine was 
summoned to MacArthur's re- 
doubt in the Waldorf-Astoria. He 
Was not consulted about Mac- 
Arthur’s keynote speech as pre- 
viously reported, but he was cer- 
tainly exposed for three hours to 
the general's majestic persua- 
sions. 

Interestingly enough, neither 
MacArthur’s persuasions nor the 
big public appointments dangled 
before John Fine seem to have 
influenced him in the least. He 
thinks MacArthur would make an 
ideal president, but he does not 
believe MacArthur can be nom- 
inated. 

As for great appointments, Fine 
does not want them. 

He is that rare bird, a genuine- 
ly local politician. 

At the same time, what really 
made up his mind was his con- 
viction that Eisenhower was most 
likely to win. 

Among the delegates, among 
the Pennsylvania county leaders, 
among the members of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature, Fine found 
the great majority convinced that 
Eisenhower was the most likely 
man to win nationally and to help 
the ticket locally in Pennsylvania. 

MacArthur and Yalta. 

Next to the bitterness between 
the contending factions, the most 
striking feature. of this conven- 
tion is the proof of the danger- 
ous power of simple faith. You 
find this especially among the 
many worthy persons who are 
here to yell their heads off for 
4 aa 
Try the experiment of men- 
tioning to these persons Gen. 
MacArthur and the Yalta agree- 
ment. The name of the conven- 
tion keynoter is an emotional 
stimulus that produces parox- 
ysms of adulation; the mention 
of Yalta. stimulates a contrasting 
violence. The*“suggestion of any 
connection ~« between the two 
would probably cause apoplexy. 
But in fact, there is a connection 
between Gen. MacArthur and 
what happened at Yalta. 

According to the Taft-approved 
version of history, the Chinese 
National government was “sold 

out” at Yalta for an empty Soviet 
promise to enter the war against 
Japan. President Roosevelt was 
persuaded to “sell out” Chiang 
Kai-shek, in turn, because his 
highest military advisers had 
warned him the conquest for the 
Japanese islands woulfi cost two 
years time and 500,000 casualties. 
The high price was paid to avoid 
a high cost. 

It has so aa been «something 
of a question just where this mili- 


,out of the Japanese war instead 
of paying them to come in. 
Hint of MacArthur’s Part. 
The- first suggestion that Gen. 


deal to do with forming this in- 
correct military opinion was giv- 
en in the published “Diaries” of 
the late James V. Forrestal. In 
Forrestal’s indisputably unbiased 
and authentic record, there is a 
long interview with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur dated’ a little after the 
Yalta meeting, In this interview, 
the general is recorded as having 
most forcefully demanded the in- 
vasion of Manchuria by a Soviet 
army of not léss than 60 divisions, 
This force, he held, was needed 
to defeat the Japanese armies on 
the mainland of Asia. 

Experience already indicated 
that if a Soviet army got its grip 
on Manchuria or any other terri- 
tory, it was not likely to let go. 
Yet MacArthur believed the 
measure was needful none the 
loss. Possibly at that time Mac- 
Arthur attached little importance 
to the future of Manchuria. 

Gen. Wedemeyer’s Testimony. 

At any rate, Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer. has also testified 
that even after the full, formal, 
final surrender of Japan, Gen. 
MacArthur refused to lend him 
a few of his surplus American 
divisions to assist in occupying 
Manchuria. Wedemeyer needed 
American divisions in Manchuria 
to prevent the Chinese Commu- 
nists from gaining their all im- 
portant foothold there. 

General MacArthur thought the 
occupation of Japan should have 
first priority and, as Gen. Wede- 
meyer himself pointed out, the 
last chance in Manchuria was lost. 


Furthermore, it can now be stated 
that the Defense Department is 
sitting on pre-Yalta cables from 
Gen. MacArthur to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, putting forward 
precisely the point of view im- 
plied by the above already-pub- 
lished evidence. These cables are 
understood to prove, beyond dis- 
pute, that General MacArthur’s 
own headquarters was the main 
source of the view that almost 
any sacrifice was justified to get 
the Soviet Union into the Japan- 
ese war. There is even some rea- 
son to believe that the kind of 
sacrifice to be made was spelled 
out in some detail prior to the 
Yalta meeting. 
Under the circumstances of the 
time, of course, General MacAr- 
thur’s cables to the Joint Chiefs 
his demand for 60 Russian divis- 
ions in Manchuria, his refusal of 
American divisions for Manchur- 
ian occupation duty, were aed 
understandable. The t se 
had made a fight which rendered 
the prospect of an invasion of 
their home islands highly unat- 
tractive, to.say the least. It was 
possible to argue that the Japa- 
nese armies on the Asiatic main- 
land would go on fighting after 
the homeland had surrendered. 
Many persons expected the occu- 
pation of Japan to be very trou- 
blesome, even after the surrender. 
Not Sinister Mistakes. 

In short, if Gen: MacArthur 

made mistakes of judgment which 


decisions and their aftermath, 
they were not unnatural or sinis- 
ter mistakes. 

None the less, this ancient his- 
tory constitutes a sharp com- 
mentary on the thought processes 
of the sort of Republicans who 
regard Gen. MacArthur as some- 
thing more than a great general 
and something bigger than a mor- 
tal man. In their view of Mac- 
Arthur, and also in their view of 
Yalta, these Republicans have 
taken to myth-making, For them, 
history has become what they 
want it to be, and the dreary facts 
of life in this dreary world have 
ceased to be regarded as facts be- 
cause they are not pleasant. And 
that is why these persons are 
dangerous—not because they are 
evil or unpatriotic, but because 

fervent believers in 
myths, ‘and would substitute 
myth-making for orderly national 
policy making.

A. Taft of Ohio, however, or of

Eighteen months ago it was evident 
that Marshall aid was slow in taking 
hold.

This 
state of mind was quite prevalent when 
Dwight Eisenhower organized SHAPE.

To them 
he is a symbol of unity, of recovery 
from the ruins of war, and their hope 
for peace. 

All of this emphasizes the basic truth 
that the forging of unity among human 
beings is often a matter of personality 
- and social contact. We call this leader- 
ship. Dwight Eisenhower has this to a 
marked degree.

Disunited and Reckless. 

Opening day at the Republican national con- 
vention offered little, if anything at all, with 
appeal for those millions of independent voters 
who elect our Presidents. 

First came the “fratricidal strife,” to use the 
phrase of One of the many angry contestants, 
over the voting rights of the disputed Southern 
delegates. Throughout the long afternoon, the 
two sides grappled at each other’s throats as 
amendment was tacked to amendment and 
Chairman Gabrielson delayed the distasteful 
showdown. 

In the end the so-called “fair play’ amendment 
of the Eisenhower forces won, but not until the 
nation, thanks to television, had seen a prolonged 
display of bitterest disunity. It was a paradoxi- 
cal beginning for the party which claims special 
power to bring unity to the country. 

- . - 

The keynote address of Gen. MacArthur was 
lamentable because it revealed more sharply 
than ever before the extent of the embitter- 
ment of the deposed Far Eastern commander. 
Many citizens who would like to think well of 
his long military career must now find even that 
hard to do. 

What the self-styled ‘‘old soldier” said on for- 
eign affairs would be branded as reckless dem- 
agogy were his words from the lips of some 
street corner radical. Certainly he would have 
tolerated no such denunciation of his own 
authority in his Tokyo command as he himself 
hurled at the constitutional commander-in-chief. 

The five-star general found no good whatever 
in the nation’s foreign policy. He saw the Mar- 
shall plan as based on “fallacious reasoning.” 
He discounted heavily the idea of mutual secu- 
rity. He warned against NATO as a dangerous 
game of international power politics in which 
“we become but another pawn.” He sounded 
the alert on U.N., in which, so he said, we hold 
responsibility “without corresponding authority.” 

The lowest point of this demagogic appeal to 
unreason—for that is what it was however pray- 
erfully Gen. MacArthur spoke his platitudes— 
came when he repeated the patently partisan 
charge that “the Democratic party has well 
earned the doubtful distinction of being the war 
party of modern American politics.” 

* . * 


History, of course, shows that Woodrow Wil- 
son took the nation into World War I with 
greatest reluctance and only after the Germans 
continued to violate American rights and safety 
on the high seas. Hitler declared war on the 
United States a few hours after the Japanese 
attack at Pearl Harbor. The Korean war began 
when the North Korean Communists invaded 
across the thirty-eighth parallel and the U.N. 
stood up for the South Korean republic which 
it had sponsored. 

Yet Gen. MacArthur said that the dead of 
these wars “render mute testimony” to the “his- 
torical fact” that the Democrats are the war 
party. Such distortion of the record would come 
better from a cheap party hack. In a notable 
military leader it is sad indeed. 

Gen, MacArthur had his own personal recol- 
lection of the Korean war. He said that when 
the Chinese Communists struck, our leaders 
“lacked courage” even though “victory was read- 
ily within our grasp.” 


The record shows he predicted that Red China’ 


would not enter the war. It shows further that 
when the Chinese Communists did come in, 
gainst lines extended to the Yalu river, Gen. 
acArthur in effect threw up his hands, said 
the situation was beyond his military control 
and called for diplomatic settlement. 
s . ” 


On domestic policy the general was usually 
vague and at times even chargeable with double’ 
talk. He said, for example, that sound leader- 
ship “can fortifythe initiative, energy and en- 
terprise of the farmer” without crippling him 
“by the unwarranted interference and domina- 
tion of Government,” It would be interesting to 
see a detailed statement of just how Gen. Mac- 
Arthur would put that vacuity into effect. 

A chief domestic theme was the heavier and 
heavier burden of federal taxes. Yet the key- 
noter said that our military security must be 
restored, and that means still greater financial 
outlays, as the general himself knows. It was 
strange, too, to have so fervent a tribute to 
“free, private, competitive enterprise” come 
from a career soldier who has had the benefits 
of Government medicine and public housing all 
his life. 

One thing was settled by the MacArthur ad- 
dress. The general has not done as Bryan did 
in 1896 with the famous “cross of gold” speech. 
He has not stampeded the convention. If he is 
nominated for any office it will be the result 
of compromises and deals. It will not be because 
he swept the delegates off their feet. 

That much is gain out of an unprecedented 
address marked by the very irresponsibility and 
recklessness against which Douglas MacArthur 
himself inveighs.

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A Smear Attack Backfires 


The opposition to Stuart Symington’s cam- 
paign for the Democratic senatorial nomination 
is getting dirtier and dirtier. The latest evi- 
dence of this is the wild accusation made to the 
Senate Elections Committee that Mr. Symington 
is attempting to “purchase” a.seat in the Senate 
‘by -spending more money than the law allows. 


Senator Gillette, the committee chairman, 
refuses to pay any attention to the charge unless 
it is supported by documentary evidence. His 
attitude is that an accusation is’ meaningless 
without ‘at least a measure of proof. And it is 
a good bet that he never will-receive such proof. 
Mr. Symington’s own experience in cleaning up 
corruption in Washington is pretty good assur- 
ance to the voters of Missouri that he is not a 
man to tolerate corruption in bis own behalf. 


He says that his expenditures and those of 
his supporters are well within the limits of the 
law. He doubts whether even @ small fraction 
of the sum bandied about by the opposition 
will be raised. If anything, the Symington cam- 
paign is short of funds, considering the high 
cost of modern campaigning. 

But the opposition probably is not too in- 
terested in the facts about Mr. Symington’s 
campaign expenses. Other groundless and 
mendacious statements have been made about 
him without even a hope of being able to prove 
them. All this seems to be done on the theory 
of throwing enough mud to have some stick. 


If so, it would seem to be a measure of the 
desperation of those working against the 
Symington candidacy. Unable to assail the 
man’s record effectively, they are stooping to 
the tactics of smear and innuendo. Or perhaps 
they have been trying to head off an attack 
on their own electioneering ethics. If so, they 
have failed. Stung by the spending charges, 
James H. Meredith, the Symington campaign 
manager, informed Senator Gillette: 


It has been known for months that Buck 
Taylor has been illegally ysing both his 
employees and money of the State of 
Missouri to further his campaign. The 
Attorney General’s payroll now exceeds 
$25,000 a month. As an example, both the 
Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee and the Publicity Director of the 
State Committee have been and now are 
on Taylor’s payroll while actively campaign- 
ing for Taylor at the taxpayers’. expense. 


The taxpayers will not be happy to hear this. 
Nor will very many of them be happy about the 
aitempt to use smear tactics against an honor- 
able man. In fact, it: would seem that this 
particular attack has backfired—and badly.

Fall for Gen. De Gaulle 


Amid the flow of American political news, an 
important political note from Paris could easily 
go unnoticed. Sources there say as many as 50 
senators and deputies have quit Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle’s party. This would be the most 
seridus blow to the General’s political ambitions 
in a long time. 

Evidence of a revolt in his Rally of the 
French People first appeared in March. At 
that time 27 party members rebelled against a 
party order not to vote on acceptance of Antoine 
Pinay as Premier. Pinay’s victory was due only 
to the rebel Gaullist votes. 

The party’s council tried to meet the revolt 
by ordering all its members in parliament to 
follow party orders on major votes, or risk 
expulsion. A large number quit in protest. 
What has been the strongest party in parlia- 
ment may now be only a secondary influence. 

In representative government it is always 
a problem whether the elected representatives 
should follow the dictates of party or their own 
conscience. But in this case the dissidents 
apparently felt that the only issue was whether 
they had blindly to follow Gen. De Gaulle. 
They chose independence. 

This would be a shock to a party founded 
on one-man adulation. For the party’s platform 
was De Gaulle, and this was not sufficient. The 
General cannot contemplate riding to power on 
a parliamentary ‘hobby-horse, 
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Learning From A Riot 
The most recent uprising at Southern Mich- 
igan prison was a picnic compared with the 
four-day riot there last April when $1,000,000 
in prison property was destroyed. It was con- 


- fined to only 140 of the 6000 inmates of the 


institution; but the motiyes behind. both demon- 
strations were similar. The prisoners were

As penal experts pointed out during the wave 
of outbreaks at state penitentiaries last April 
and May, prisoners want an opportunity. to 
improve their lot inside prison walls and a 
normal life afterwards. Until public officials 
take steps toward those ends, riots are likely 
to break out in any: prison at any time.

Has the St. Louis Election Board lost sight 
of the fact its prime responsibility is to serve 
all the people, not just a single political faction?

“The people are banging on the door of 
the smoke-filled room.”’ . That is the vivid, 
accurate statement with which Senator 
Paul Douglas of Illinois appealed to Con- 
gress to hurry up and create an advisory 
national presidential primary. 

Senator Douglas, principal, sponsor of 
the bill, is asking for action now. Not that 
legislation this year will bear upon the 
nominations this year. It won’t, It’s too 
late for that. 

But the voters will not have an adequate 
voice in the selection of their parties’ pres- 
idential nominees in 
1956 ‘unless’ the 
means for. giving 
voice to the voters’ 
choice is brought in- 
to being well in ad- 
vance, preferably 
now when opinion is 
indignantly exer- 
cised, 

A few days ago 
the Senate Rules 
Committee reported 
favorably the meas- 
ure which would 7 
make a national pri- 
mary possible. Its 
Supporters, Republi- 
can and Democratic alike, are urging Con- 
gress to act promptly. 


Senator Douglas 


Nobody is proposing to abolish the con- 


ventions or to take from the conventions 
the final say in nominating the presiden- 
tial and .vice-presidential candidates. 

What is being proposed is that the vot- 
ers in each party in all the states have the 
opportunity to determine whom they want 
their party to nominate. That is the pur- 
pose and the function of a national pri- 
mary. 


Free—for Manipulation 


The convention would remain free to 
It could re- 
ject the verdict of the voters if it wished, 
but it would be harder to turn away from 
the action of the voters when the people 
in all the states have had a chance to 
express their views in a national primary. 

Many of the professional politicians—if 
not most of them—don’t want the voice of 
the voters made so visible that they will 


not be free to manipulate the conventions ~ 


as seems good to them. But I have lis- 
tened to and studied all the arguments for 
the convention system as it is and against 
a national primary, and it seems to me 
these arguments do not stand up. Let us 
look at the principal opposition arguments: 

1, The politiclahs say that because the 
system has worked it thereby proves that 
it reflects’ the will of the people. 

Obviously, the convention system does’ 
not always work badly and is not all 
wrong. Some very popular Presidents 
have been Nominated by the convention 
system—Lincoln, Wilson, Roosevelt, etc. 
But luck at a lottery is no justification for 
the lottery. . 


Science Monitor 


The 1912 convention rejected the wishes 
of the majority of Republican voters in tak- 
ing the nomination from Theodore Roose- 
velt. Warren G. Harding certainly did 
not get the nomination in 1920 by public 
demand. There is no evidence that John 
W. Davis was the choice of the Democratic 
voters in 1924, and who can say that the 
Democratic voters wanted to nominate Mr. 
Truman in 1948 or that the Republican 
voters wanted to renominate Mr. Dewey 
the same year? 

2. The politicians argue that the dele- 
gates have a working knowledge of the 
competing candidates. 

So do the voters. They can be trusted. 
The conventions have made some terrific 
bloomers, 

3. The politicians afgue that having 
state primaries at different times before 
the .convention helps to show either the 
growth or diminishing stature of a candi- 
date. 

The present state primaries are too few 


-and too meaningless to show anything con- 


clusive about national opinion. There are 
only 16 state primaries; they determine 
only a small minority of the convention 
delegates. And in only a few of the state 
primaries do the voters have the opportu- 
nity to pass on the leading contenders. 
This year Gen. Eisenhower and Senator 
Taft were rarely running in the same 
states. 


The Party Monopolies 


There is no more reason to hold the 
state presidential primary elections on dif- 
ferent dates than to hold the presidential 
election itself on different dates in dif- 
ferent states.

5. The cost of campaigning in a national 
primary is high. It is hard to get first- 
rate men to take the time off. 

Unproved. I doubt if it would cost 
much more or take more time to conduct 
a national primary campaign, which would 
be held at the same time in all states, than 
to conduct a half-dozen campaigns in dif- 
ferent states at different times. 

When it comes to selecting between the 
two presidential nominees the American 
voters have an uninhibited choice. They 
can freely vote for whomever the conven- 
tions have imposed upon them. 

But in nominating the two presidential 
candidates -the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties exercise monopolies-in re- 
straint of political freedom. 

A national advisory presidential primary 
would give the voters—who are the real 
owners of the parties—an opportunity to 
restrain these monopolistic convention 
practices by giving them a visible, usable 
and authoritative voice in the nomination 
process.

Alan Villiers, who must be the saltiest 
stick-and-sail man to be found outside 
Snug Harbor, has come through with a 
cracking fine book combining his personal 
adventures on the Indian Ocean with the 
history of that third largest body of water. 
The seagoing Australian writer sailed 
across it in his own full-rigged ship, in Arab 
dhows, in great grain-racers pa¢king 35,000 
square feet of sail, and in charge of a fleet 
of lend-lease landing craft during World 
War II. What he writes of the “flying-fish 
ocean” of the old sea chanteys has the roll 
and toss of deep water. 

The Indian Ocean, whose waters washed 
the cradle of mankind and carried the 
fleets of empires to victory and then de- 
feat, was a right tidy cargo for Skipper 
Villiers to handle. And despite the fact 
that he has written many sea books and 
drawn on some of them for this volume, 

he must have found 
himself loaded well 
down to the Plimsoll 
line with this, his 
second assignment 
in McGraw - Hill's 
‘‘Oceans of the 
World” series. (The 
first was “The Coral 
Sea.) He has han- 
died his assignment 
by splicing itogether 
handsomely: salient 
bits of historyy out- 
standing nautical ad- 
ventures, colorful 
personal _ incidents, 
travelers’ tales, geo- 
graphical lore and odd bits of natural sci- 
ence. 

The armchair navigator who prides him- 
self on knowing how to differentiate be- 
tween bark and barkentine will marvel at 
the understanding and enthusiasm with 
which Villiers writes of Arab baggalas 
that resembled galleons of the Armada; 
ancient dhows built of India’s teak; Chi- 
nese junks, including one that sailed to 
England and amazed Thames sightseers 
of Queen Victoria’s day; Cutch-Kathiawar 
kotias that ranged from Calcutta to Zan- 
zibar; Portugal’s big, beamy ,navs and 
lumbering caravels; huge East Indiamen 
with barrel hulls and press of canvas; 
swift German cruisers of World War I 
and II: graceful clippers of the tea and 
opium trade days. ~- 

For blood, thunder and savagery, a chap- 
ter entitled “The Oldest Profession,” is 
hard to beat in its covering of: pirates’ 
depredations. Avery, England, Tew, Tay- 
lor, Roberts and Kidd were the “great” 
pirates of the Indian Ocean and they all 
came to most unhappy ends. Taylor was 
a jovial cuss who once showed his humor 
by tricing up his fat.cook and burning him 
to death for having burned the soup. 

A terrible tale of shipwreck, mutiny, pi- 
racy and last-minute rescue (for a few sur- 
vyivors) is to be found in the chapter 
“Tragedy of Houtman’s Abrolhos.” It con- 
cerns the 200 persons aboard the Dutch 
East Indiaman “Batavia” which ran ashore 
on some tiny islands off the northwest 
coast of Australia. 

Skipper Villiers has chartég a most 
entertaining course, all the way from the 
Isle of Desolation, where the mosquito, 
gnat and fly have no wings (because the 
wind blows so hard), to Ceylon, the treas- 
ure house. His only lament is that now, 
with exception of dhows and lesser craf 
no sailing ship wings gracefully westw 
upon the breath of the Indian Ocean 
trades or storms eastward close-reefed be- 
fore the wild west winds.

St. Louis and Arkansas Lead 
Areas in Amortization 
to Expand Defense. 


Expansion of the basic indus-. 


trial capacity in t he Eighth Fed- 
eral Reserve District, amounting 
to nearly a billion dollars since 
the beginning of the Korean War, 
has been aided by rapid tax amor- 
tization, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis reported today in its 
monthly review. 

Private businesses in the district 
were granted certificates of ne- 
cessity amounting to that figure. 
The Government gives the certifi- 
cates as tax-aids on essential in- 
vestments. 

St. Louis and Arkansas are the 
leading areas in the expansion, 
with about half, or $302,000,000 of 
the growth in mining and manu- 
facturing facilities being in this 
metroploitan area, the bank re- 
ported. Nearly one-fourth or $138,- 
000,000 will be developed in 
Arkansas. 

Primary Metals. 

About one-fourth of the invest- 
ment; the largest share, has been 
made in primary metals, includ- 
ing facilities for production or 
rolling of steel and magesium 
and for manufacture of aluminum, 
manganese, lead atnd zinc. 

The second largest amount of 
tax-aided expansion is in trans- 
portation firms, with electric util- 
ities third and petroleum and.coal 
products industries fourth, total- 
ing $137,000,000 in certificates. 

Only $32,000,000 was authorized 
for aircraft manufacturing plants, 
but the bank explained that by 
saying that increased production 
in aircraft has been achieved 
largely by fuller utilization of ex- 
isting plant capacity. 

An increase of 50 per cent in 
Zenerating capacity is planned in 
1952-53 by public utilities serving 
the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict, the bank reported. It said 
that some of this expansion is in 
the TVA system, but exclusive of 
this, an increase of 46 per cent 
in capacity is expected. 

Government Projects. 

In addition to the private bil- 
lion-dollar program, the Govern- 
ment has made important contri- 
butions to the industry of the 
district by approving atomic en- 
ergy plants, ordnance plants and 
military depots and camps, the 
bank reported. 

Job opportunities will be great- 
ly increased in the area as a re- 
sult of the industrial expansion. 
As an example, the bank said, 
scheduled expansions of electric 
power will mean more jobs in 
that industry and also will pro- 
vide many related jobs because 
the increase in the output of 
power will require about 10,000,- 
000 tons of coal a year. 

An element of instability may 
be introduced into the economy 
of a district because of the in- 
creased production of military 
goods, the bank reported, but ad- 
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ditional basic industrial capacity 
will tend to hold down the loss 
of workers to other districts.

District is made up of Arkansas, 
most of Missouri, southern Illinois 
and Indiana, western Kentucky 
and Tennessee and northern Mis- 
sissippi.

'26,051,000 Acres Under Culti-

WASHINGTON, July 8 (UP)— 
The Agriculture Department re- 
ported today that farmers had 26,- 
051,000 acres of cotton in culti- 
vation on July 1, or 93.3 per cent 
of last year’s acreage. 

The department is ferbidden by 
law to predict cotton production 
before 
yields the same as last year and 


August. However, with 


average abandonment, the 


land now under cultivation would 
produce close to a 14,500,000 bale 


The department estimated a 16.- 
000,000 bale crop would be needed 
to satisfy current domestic and 
export. needs. The acreage goal 
held out for farmers was 28,000,- 
000 acres. 

Last year farmers planted 27,- 
997,000 acres and produced a 15.,- 
212,000 bale crop. Over the 10- 


period, 1941-50, there were 


annually 21,533,000 acres of cot- 
ton in cultivation as of July 1. 

The department said that al- 
though the cotton acreage is 
nearly 7 per cent below last year’s, 


21 per cent more than the 


10-year average. 

The department has announced 
it will support price of the long 
staple cotton at $1.07 a pound this 


It will support upland cot- 


ton at 30.91 cents a pound, or at 
90 per cent of the Aug. 1 parity

Steamroller 


The Taft-dominated Republican Na- 
tional Committee last week tentatively 
seated 76 Taft delegates and 21 Ike del- 
egates. Taft himself took credit for what 
he called a*‘generous’’ offer to compro- 
mise the Texas fight by giving 16 dele- 
gates to Ike, keeping 22 for himself The 
key to this generosity was the theft of 
15 seats in Georgia. The background: 

When Henry Zweifel, Taft’s No 1 
man in Texas, turned elected Eisenhow- 
er delegates out of his state convention, 
a nationwide outcry went up. Usually, 
such fights over delegate credentials at- 
tract little interest. This time it was dif- 
ferent, precisely because so many Re- 
publicans realized that in 1952 the party 
could not win unless the nominee had 
clean hands. 

The Taft managers were caught be- 
tween the highly damaging publicity of 
the Texas steal and their need for the 
stolen Texas votes. In a desperate search 
for a way out of this dilemma, they 
turned to Georgia. Texas was in the pub- 
fic eye, but the Georgia contest had re- 
ceived little publicity—for a good rea- 
son. The case for the Taft delegation 
from Georgia was so weak that not even 
the leaders at Taft national headquar- 
ters took it seriously It 1s a fact that a 
month ago the top Taft leaders had no 
intention of making a serious fight to 
seat their Georgia delegation. 

But at the last minute they changed 
their minds, grabbed 15 Georgia votes, 
and then bowed to public ‘opinion by 
giving back to Eisenhower 16 of the 
votes they had stolen in Texas. The idea 
was that the public and the convention, 
not knowing the details of the Georgia 
case, would approve the ‘“‘compromise.”’ 

Actually, the’Taft steamroller did not 
slow down in the face of the moral up- 
surge in Chicago. It merely detoured 
around Texas and flattened Georgia. 

But moral issues, once they are raised 
in U.S. politics, have a way of growing. 
The story of the national committee’s 
decisions shocked scores of delegates 
and convinced many that the party’s 
future depended on whether the conven- 
tion itself could halt the steamroller 


Florida Warmup 


The first contest to éome before the 
national committee was just a sparring 
session. Two pfo-Taft factions in Flor- 
ida were scrapping over control of the 
state Republican organization. In a 
unanimous decision, the committee 
seated the delegation sent by the rec- 
ognized Republican state committee. 
The 18 delegates are divided: 16 for 
Taft, one for Ike, one uncommitted. 


Marching Through Georgia 


Almost everyone had been relaxed 
about the delegate contest in Georgia. 
The recognized Republican state com- 
mittee had sent a delegation divided 
13 for Ike, two for Taft, one for War- 
ren and one uncommitted; a contend- 
ing faction had a solid 17 for Taft. One 
of the leaders of the official organiza- 
tion, and a member of its delegation, is 
Harry Sommers, himself a Taftman. He 
was sitting right there in Chicago as a 
member of the national committee. No 
one—at least no one outside the steam- 
roller crew—expected the committee to 
throw out Sommers’ own delegation. 
National Chairman Guy G. Gabrielson 
himself had publicly labeled the state 
committee delegation as “‘recognized.” 

As the Georgia evidence unfolded be- 
fore the committee, the case stretched 
back to 1944. That year the Republi- 
can state convention split, sent separate 
delegations to the 1944 national con- 
vention. There, the national committee 
seated the delegation headed by Harry 
Sommersand W. Roscoe Tucker. The de- 
feated faction was led by Roy G. Foster 
of Wadley. 

Kicked Out Again. In 1948, the 
Sommers-Tucker organization andthe 
Foster faction again named contesting 
delegations to the. national convention. 


Again the ‘national committee seated | 


the Sommers-Tucker delegates, kicked 
out.the Foster factian. 

. This year the Sommers-Tucker group 
had all the marks of being the official 
Republican organization in Georgia; 


Sommers was national committeeman, 
Tucker was state chairman, and on 
their record were eight years of recog- 
nition by the national committee. 

Last January the Sommers-Tucker 
organizatjon received the official call 
from the national committee to send a 
delegation to the national convention. 
It called county and district conven- 
tions, gave public notice of the meet- 
ings, opened them. to all Republican 
voters. Neither at the time, nor later, 
was any charge made that the meet- 
ings were “packed with Democrats,” or 
that there was any other impropriety 
in the way they were conducted. At its 
state convention, this group named the 
pro-I[ke delegation, although Sommers 
remained a Taftman. 

Early this year, Foster’s group, which 
hadn’t been heard from since 1948, sud- 
denly emerged from the shadows and 
named an all-Taft delegation. Before 
that, Foster had indicated that he was 
not a down-the-line Republican. Said 
he *‘I don’t know whether I would sup- 
port {Ike] against Dick Russell.” 

Democrat to the Rescue. Last month, 
when the national committee sent dis- 
trict delegate contests back to states for 
decision, it sent the 13 disputes in 
Georgia back to the recognized Som- 
mers-Tucker committee. The Foster 
faction appeared before Democratic 
Judge Chester A. Byars in Spalding 
County superior court with a suit chal- 
lenging the Sommers-Tucker delegate 
from that district, and all others. 
Democrat Byars promptly granted a 
temporary injunction preventing the 
Sommers-Tucker state committee from 
ruling on the district contests. But Re- 
publican national committees have of- 
ten failed to follow the rulings of South- 
ern judges in contests over delegates. 
With 159 counties in Georgia, it is not 
much of a trick to find a Democratic 
judge willing to encourage a Republi- 
can split. 

Last week, after presiding over a hear- 
ing in a short-sleeved, open-collared 
sport shirt, cigar-gnawing Judge Byars 
handed down his decision: the Foster 
group really represented the official Re- 
publican organization in Georgia. His 
reasoning: the Foster group was the 
“parent erganization”; it existed first. 

"Small Clique.” When the Foster fac- 
tion made much of the court ruling be- 
fore the national committee, Atlanta 
Lawyer Elbert Tuttle had a sharpretort: 
“This lawsuit is another evidence of the 


conniving done by this group when it 


doesn’t seek relief at the proper place 
If a judge in some little county 

of the committeemen’s own state—say 
Clarence Brown’s Ohio—should issue 
such a ruling, would they pay any atten- 
tion to it?” Said Tucker, in his brief to 
the committee: ‘“‘This small clique 
simply purported to set up a series of 
meetings of their own which they 
are pleased to call conventions.” 

After most of the argument was com- 
pleted, Monte Appel, No. 1 contest man 
for the Taft forces, struck the unexpected 
blow. If the Foster group were seated, 
he said evenly, Harry Sommers would be 
re-elected as national committeeman. 
Or, in plain words, if Sommers would 
scratch the back of the Foster faction by 
repudiating his official delegation, Fos- 
ter & Co. would scratch his by support- 
ing him for another term. : 

Ikeman Tuttle leaped to his feet and 
asked if Sommers was not going to de- 
nounce this offer of a deal. Sommers re- 
plied firmly: ‘‘In view of all the con- 
troversy, I will not make any comment.” 

The Walkout. A gasp of surprise ran 
through the committee room. Taftman 
Sommers was walking out on his own 
organization’s delegation. Later, Som- 
mers said that Tucker had been double- 
crossing him by gunning for his job as 
committeeman, and had not let him have 
as many Taft delegates as he thought he 
should have. Ikeman Tuttle called Som- 
mers’ action: ‘‘The worst doublecross 
that I have ever experienced.” 

The committee’s vote: 62-39-to seat 
Foster's solid 17 for Taft. 

No charge was made that any rules 
had been broken in the election of del- 
egates favoring Eisenhower. Nobody 


said that Taftmen had been excluded 


from ‘the Georgia meetings or that the 
votes were incorrectly counted. The na- 
tional committee’s ruling was based sole- 


ly on the argument that the Foster group 
was the“‘official’”” Republican Party, and 
therefore had the sole right to call meet- 
ings and conventions. Yet the same na- 
tional committee had officially told the 
Georgia Republicans that the meetings 
of the Sommers-Tucker group were the 
ones they should attend. When the 
Georgia Republicans did so, the national 
committee turned around and disfran- 
chised the Republicans of Georgia by 
announcing that the Foster group was 
official—and had been all along. 


Kansas: Give ‘em One 


After the march through Georgia, 
the Kansas delegate gontest came up 
for hearing. Taftman Carroll Reece 
whispered to some pro-Taft committee 
members: ‘* We're going ‘to let them 
have this one.’’ Ohio’s Clarence Brown 
even made a resounding speech about 
right and justice, and seconded the mo- 
tion for the Eisenhower side. The com- 
mittee voted unanimously for Ike 
Number of delegates involved: one. 


Lovisiana’s 15 


After the grand gesture had been made 
in the Kansas case, the national commit- 
tee came to another bloc worth fighting 
for- Louisiana’s 15. In Louisiana, the 
‘‘new Republicans,’’ headed by New 
Orleans Lawyer John Minor Wisdom, 
who has been trying toenlarge the party, 
had elected a pro-Eisenhower delega- 
tion. The old guard, bossed by John E. 
Jackson Sr., another New Orleans at- 
torney, who has run a “‘private club” 
Republican organization in Louisiana 
for 23 years, had a pro-Taft delegation. 

Wisdom brought on witnesses and ex- 
hibits to show what happened in this 
year’s delegate election. When the Wis- 
dom-Eisenhower forces outnumbered 
the Jackson-Taft partisans in caucuses 
and conventions, the old guard bolted 
and held its own meetings. Witness 
Kenneth Paisant, from New Orleans’ 
Twelfth Ward, Jackson’s home ‘district, 
described his ward meeting. “After the 
delegates were nominated, Jackson said, 
‘Our delegates are elected,’ led his group 
from the room, even turned out the 
lights.” Witness J. Paulin Duhe of New 
Iberia testified that in his (the Third) 
congressional district, there was no Jack- 
son rump convention ‘‘because they 
couldn’t find anybody to rump.” But 
the state committee had named two pro- 
Taft delegates in that district anyway, 
contending that the Wisdom meeting 
was not properly advertised. 

Wisdom summed up: ‘‘In every case 
when the Jackson faction lost, it held a 
small rump meeting—in a corner of a 
meeting place, or on the sidewalk, or 
somewhere under a tree in the dark.”’ 
He maintained that the Louisiana dele- 
gation should be 13 for Ike, two for Taft. 

Jackson called no witnesses, but spent 
all the time allotted to his side on a 
familiar argument: the Wisdom forces 
were Democratic interlopers. 

The national committée upheld a rul- 
ing of Chairman Guy Gabrielson refus- 
ing to review the cases of seven district 
contests which had been handed to Taft 
delegates by the Jackson-controlled 
state committee. After that, it placed 
Taftmen in the four delegate-at-large 
seats. Then, as if fearing that the state 
committee had gone too far, it gave the 
two seats from the rumpless Third Dis- 
trict back to Ike. 

When .the natiorial committee had 
finished its work, the Louisiana delega- 
tion stood 13 for Taft and two for Ike. 


Mississippi: As Expected 


In Mississippi’s three-ffction fight, 
not seriously contested by the Ejisen- 
hower forces, the national committee 
gave.all five seats, as expected, to Taft- 
men. But in its ruling, the committee, 
which had just ‘‘bowed” to a Georgia 
court, ignored the Republican faction 
which has been recognized by the courts 


Of Mississippi. 


Another One in Missouri 


When it came to another one-dele- 
gate decision—in Missouri—the com- 
mittee followed the pattern it had set 
with Kansas. The one went to Ike. 


“Consent” in Puerto Rico 


Puerto Rico’s contests were settled by 
“‘agreement’’—all three for Taft. 

Delegate Hector Gonzalez Blanes, a 
member of the “‘legal” delegation, ex- 
plained: His delegation was for Taft. 
The contesting delegation, guided by 
Ikeman Garcia Mendez, had twouncom- 
mitted members, one member for Ike. 
The rival leaders met with Gabrielson, 
and finally Mendez agreed to vote for 
Taft ifhe could serve as a delegate. Said 
Blanes: ‘‘ Mendez wanted to save face 
and let the people back home think he 
hadn’t come up here for nothing.” 

When the agreement was announced 
Mendez shouted that he had not real- 
ly ‘‘agreed,”’ but had ‘‘consented.’’ Po- 
litically, Puerto Rico seemed to have 
reached the age of consent. 


The Texas Steal 


Taftmen were worried about Texas. 
Eisenhower supporters had carried the 
precinct and county conventions over- 
whelmingly for Ike, only to be unseated 
by the Taft-controlled organization at 
the state convention in Mineral Wells 
(TIME, June 9). The only Taft argument 
was the charge, based on assumptions, 
that the Eisenhower voters were Demo- 
crats. A wave of disgust at Taft’s Texas 
“‘steal” had swept across the country. 
Something had to be done. 

Some New “Contests.” As the Texas 
hearing was scheduled to begin, Nation- 
al Committee Chairman Gabrielson read 
a telegram from Herbert Hoover, who 
said he had tried to settle the contested 
delegate fight. In his efforts, said Hoo- 
ver, he had suggested “‘to Mr. Taft's 
supporters that protests should not be 
raised in New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Washington,"’ and they had agreed. 
Now, he added, he hoped that the com- 
mittee would arrive at ‘‘an amicable and 
equitable settlement” of the Texas dis- 
pute. Hoover seemed to be saying that 
the Taftmen had been generous; now 
the Ikemen should reciprocate. But the 
fact was that there were no real contests 
in New Jersey, Connecticut and Wash- 
ington which could be balanced against 
the contests in Texas and other South- 
ern states. 

Gabrielson picked up a letter from 
Bob Taft. Now that he had fully ana- 
lyzed the Texas situation, said Taft, he 
proposed a compromise: the delegation 
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should be split 22 for Taft, 16 for Ike. 
The Eisenhower delegation from Texas 
stood 33 for Ike, five for Taft; the Taft 
delegation was divided 30 for Taft, four 
for Ike, fqur leaning to MacArthur Said 
Taft:** While I will suffer a delegate loss 
in making this proposal, I am doing so 
because I think it is so generous that its 
equity cannot be questioned.” 
Actually, Taft was trading part of his 


Texas claim for the Georgia grab, and 


stood to gain votes in the process. 

No Deal. After reading Taft's letter, 
Gabrielson recessed the hearing and 
urged the Taft Texans, headed by Na- 
tional Committeeman Henry Zwiefel, 
and the Texans for Ike, headed by Hous- 
ton Oilman Jack Porter, to get together 
But the Eisenhower men refused to deal. 

From Porter, Taft’s analysis of the 
Texas situation later brought a hard- 
hitting statement: “‘In Senator Taft's 
letter to the national committee, in 
which he was permitted to appear 
as an advocate and judge... he showed 
cynical disregard of morality. Inthe 
7th, 13th and 16th Congressional Dis- 
tricts, there were no contests. When the 


Eisenhower delegates from those dis- . 
' tricts walked out of the state convention 


and joined the Eisenhower convention, 
there were no delegates remaining to 
represent those districts. And yet Sena- 


tor Taft claims in his letter that he won 


those districts.” 

Back in the packed hearing room 
there was soon evidence to show why the 
Taft forces were fearful about Texas. 
The Ikemen brought on a parade of wit- 
nesses to tell what happened at the pre- 
cinct, county and state conventions. 

John Paul Jones, a tall, firm-jawed 
World War II-Navy officer, told what 
happened in northeastern Texas’ Rusk 
County -“‘By majority vote I was elect- 
ed one of the delegates to the state con- 
vention. A resolution endorsing Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and instructing the state 
convention delegates to vote in his favor 
was seconded by [County Chairman] 
Joe Compton and carried by 13 to 1 
There was no walkout—no rump con- 
vention Later that week, Compton, 
a longtime friend of Henry Zweifel’s, re- 
ceived instructions to file a false return 
on that convention, ing a Taft slate 
of delegates and claiming a resolution 
had been passed endorsing Taft. When 
Compton was placed under oath before 
the state executive committee, he ad- 
mitted that he had participated in the 


d delegates— 


convention that endorsed Eisenhower, 
and he admitted. that no other county 
conventions had been held, yet the state 
executive committee voted 39 to 19 to 
seat his ‘dream’ delegation.” . 

One-Man Convention. Houston Law 
yer Malcom McCorquodale reported 
on Brazos County in southeast Texas. 
Said he: ‘The county chairman was a 
Zweifel henchman. He looked over these 
delegates and he saw he was going to get 
out-voted, so he just refused to call the 
meeting to order . . . He ran the dele- 
gates off the premises, held a county 
convention all by himself, elected him- 
self delegate to Mineral Wells; he was 
seated at Mineral Wells, and cast the 
— five votes for the county him- 
wn. 

When their turn came, the Taft forces 
called no Texans before the national 
committee. Three lawyers presented the 
case and bore down hard on the Taft ar- 
gument: the Texas precinct conventions 
had been packed with Democrats, whose 
real motive was to trick Republicans 
into nominating a candidate who 
couldn’t win. 

The Taftmen did not try to prove 
that individual Ike supporters were, in 
fact, Democrats. The national commit- 
tee simply accepted their general asser> 
tions that this was the case. On that 
point, former Representative Ben Guill, 
the only Texas Republican elected to 
Congress in the past 20 years, had a 
sharp comment. Said Ikeman Guill: 
‘‘The people who attended those con- 
ventions conformed with the election 
code of Texas; they sent the declarations 
saying ‘I am a Republican.’ They did it _ 
in good faith, and I don’t know how in 
the name of heaven the state committee 
down at Mineral Wells could take that 
list of fine Texas people and go down 
that list and say: ‘This man is a liar; 
this man is a Republican; the next 25 
people are liars; that is a Republican; 
the next 100 are: liars; or here is a Re- 
publican.* ”’ 

When all the testimony and argument 
were in, the national committee’s Taft 
majority landed its final blow on the 
Ikemen’s heads. The vote: 60-41 to split 
Texas 22 for Taft and 16 for Eisenhow- 
er, exactly as Candidate Taft had sug- 
gested in his letter.

Heawn takes substance in 
fogged minds as something composed of a night’s 
quiet rest, and no bands, no turmoil, and a release 
from the hypnotic spell of the giant, eternally 
smiling “blow-ups” of tne candidates’ pictures on 
the walls. Make “Big Brother” stop looking at me. 
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IT IS A TIME of the gulped sandwich, the 
inhaled hot dog, the forced injection of saddened 
coffee and pop. It is walking; the endless little 
trips about the convention hall, the walks on the 
jowl-shaking marble of the hotel lobbies, the walks 


through blazing streets in séarch of cabs and—_ 


pure balm—sometimes a walk at night along the 
lake, ablaze and enchanted in its affair with the 
moon. 

It is, above almost everything else, a time of 
waiting. Wait is the cross of convention people 
from mighty to insignificant. Great men and 
effigies who have waited a public lifetime, driven 
without respite toward a presidential nomination, 
must wait and wait while the excruciatingly com- 
plex machinery of the convention gestates a de- 
cision ... a decision that will mean utter triumph 
for one and galling frustration forever for those 
who missed. Forever, no matter what they say. 

It is a time of waiting for food and drink and 
the elevator that seizes you by its talons and im- 
personally lifts you and silent others up through 
the windpipes of bigger machines named hotels. 
The man or the girl drones the floors and you are 
thrust helplessly upward. A door opens and light 
and noise and the smell of people too long cooped 
in the garish headquarters of this or that man gush 
into the elevator and impale the silent ones, 
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THE EYE OF THE LOBBY SITTER turns glassy 
and fixes its blur on a bare wall, numbed to the 
restless, endless, shuffling shoes marching by. 
There is a loose cadence to this sprawled, mis- 
shapen parade through the buildings, as if it had 
picked up the distant jangle of the cheap night 
clubs, or the more immediately muted music of the 
plush hotel dining rooms, or the rudimentary 
chants of assembled boosters sending - haunting 
echoes through remote hallways. The glasses of 
stout earnest men boosters, uneasy in revelry, tend 
to steam. 

In the bistros the comedians cut a hole in the 
smoke, stick leering faces through it and remember 
what a nervous, ulcer-ridden writer told them to 
say about this or that candidate. 

The people laugh. Never enough, but they laugh, 
and sometimes the comedian wonders why they 
laugh—and wonders what he could do with an 
audience like the one at the big hall. Brother, he 
thinks, what waste. 

And the stars look down on all these little 
things, and the fat trains and dusty flivvers and 
waiting planes stand by to move them all away— 
when the ultimate gavel is slammed. And pretty 
soon another crop of people in another epidemic of 
hope and despair and sweat will move on stage 
and, from a tolerable height, they too will seem 
to take on a oneness penetrated only by the color 
and shape and size of an identifying button.

TV at Convention

CHICAGO, July 8. 


HE quadrennial madness is upon us but what makes this 
T particular Republican national convention a matter of 

some interest to scholars like myself is the fact that tele- 
vision cameras peer from every cranny. Of course, the 1948 
convention was televised. So was the 1940 oyster fry. But that, 
according to Sig Mickelson, who is in charge of the pool tele- 
cast, was “horse and buggy television.” 

This is real big stuff and the press agents are going out 
of their minds trying to find words to describe it. One p.a., 
after puffing away at his opium pipe for an hour or so, came 
up with the statistic that it would take a barnstorming presi- 
dential candidate 22 years of daily speech-making to get face- 
to-face with the estimated 60,000,000 people who will be look- 
ing in on this one by TV. No one has yet topped this bit of 
solemn nonsense. 
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ALREADY, THIS PARTICULAR clambake is a little dif- 
ferent from its predecessors in the sheer heat generated by 
the delegates. Somehow, the sight of a television camera acts 
on them like a red flag on a bull. 

“On the Doug Edwards show the other night we inter- 
viewed Carroll Reece (Taft) and Hugh Scott (Eisenhower) in 
the lobby of the Hilton Hotel,” said Mickelson, “Well, the Taft 
people all began crowding around, waving their banners and 
blotting out Scott’s Eisenhower button. Then the Eisenhower 
people started jostling the Taft people and getting their own 
banners in front of the cameras. It stopped just short of physi- 
cal combat. You have no idea how intense the partisanship is 
running here.” 
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THE INTERNATIONAL AMPHITHEATER housing the 
convention is probably the best place in the world for tele- 
vising something like this, though not necessarily the best 
place in the world for a national convention. Chicago Stadium 
would hold 7000 more people than the amphitheater but it 
wouldn’t provide the 50,000 square feet of floor space and 24 
rooms for TV. It was TV and TV alone that dictated its selec- 
tion. The incredible complexity of the TV coverage is almost 
beyond comprehension. CBS alone, for example, will have 17 
cameras in operation much of the time and it'll take five direc- 
tors to decide which picture to send out on the cable. NBC’s 
equipment includes 500 telephones, 25,000 electronic tubes and 
28 TV cameras. 
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ALONG WITH the old standbys like Ed Murrow and 
H. V. Kaltenborn, the news rooms teem with odd fish who are 
here for various nefarious purposes of their own. Oddest is 
Bob Hope who is making like Will Rogers with the political 
wisecracks on both TV and radio. NBC originally wanted Fred 
Allen for this chore. Allen took his pulse and said no. 

Already television has made one large contribution to the. 
nation’s taste. The women are being asked to abandon, for 
the men’s sake, those large flower dress prints which have 
been the tribal costume of the political committeewoman since 
forever, They look even worse on television.

From our high camp No. 1, the 
first exploration of the ice-fall by 
Rene Dittert, assistant leader of 
the expedition, Chevalley, Lam- 
bert and Aubert went forward. 
The first advance was arduous, 
and it took six hours to climb 
about 1000 meters (3280 feet). 
Next day they covered the same 
ground in their own tracks in 
about two hours. 

They climbed among terrifying 
steeples of ice precariously bal- 
anced on one another. Each one 
they passed was likely to collapse 
at any time, but they trimmed 
projections, surmounting blue 
waves of ice in an awful laby- 
rinth. Progress over the mass of 
hard ice covered by powdery snow 
was slow and deceptive, but the 
top of an ice-fall is always the 
most difficult part to climb. 

The second party, Roch, Flory, 
Asper and Hoffstetter climbed the 
following day to Camp No. 1. Dr. 
Wyss-Dunant, leader of the expe- 
dition, accompanied them, and

the other party was met coming 
back from their explorations. 
The site of Camp No. 2 was 


. reached the next day. It was a 


huge ice-block surrounded on 
four sides by crevasses. The block 
was leveled and tents put up. A 
huge tower of ice and snow broke 
off at the base and fell down the 
slope, making a magnificent ava- 
lanche. _ , 
Camp No. 2 faced west and had 
very little sun in the early morn- 
ing. It needed great will power 
to brave the extreme cold outside 
the tents. To get out of one’s 
sleeping bag, don trousers and 
white over-suits and boots re- 
quired an exhausting effort. 
While doing this, cocoa porridge 
had to be. swallowed before it 
froze. 
In setting out for Camp No. 2, 
the men put on crampons and 
roped themselves together in the 
icy shade of early morning. They 
set off, well spaced out, in a 


temperature of 15 degrees —— 
zero. There was a corridor of 200 
meters (655 feet) between steep 
walls and then a plateau over- 
hung by the immense face of the 
spur of Everest, from whose side 
glaciers hung threateningly. It 
was no place to tarry, and the 
men tried to hurry across it, but 
breathing was difficult and pre- 
vented rapid progress. 

There were many enormous 
crevasses more than 80 meters 
(more than 200 feet) deep which 
had to be worked around with 
care. Finally came the last ob- 
stacle before the site of Camp 
No. 2, a crevasse 16 feet wide 
and 65 feet deep which had to be 
spanned with a rope bridge. To 
attach the mooring line on the 
opposite side, one member of the 
expedition had to descend on a 
bracing rope into the crevasse 
and cross by finding a traverse 
and some jutting ice. It took 
courage to be the first across.

Once the parties were across, 
four ropes served as cables for 
the baggage, which was deposited 
in that extraordinary sanctuary, 
unlike any other place on earth. 

We sat on boxes and sacks and 
gazed in admiration at our sur- 
roundings; everything was spec- 
tacular and beautiful — Lhotse 
glacier with its: fabulous setting, 
the scintillating walls of snqw 
finely carved by the wind rising 
to the summit of Nuptse, with its

‘T 6:45 o'clock that evening 
there was a fall of ice and the 
climbers wondered if it would 

obscure their tracks. Next day, 
realizing the danger that new 
ice-falls might cover their tracks, 
the expedition pressed on, nine 


porters and four Europeans, and ‘ 


carried the baggage on to Camp 
No.°3. A bitter cold wind accom- 
panied by hail lashed the camp. 
The mountains were hooded in 
black clouds. At the bottom of 
the sanctuary dense mist hid 
Lhotse. 

After marking out with red- 
painted stakes the stretch as far 
as the bridge, the men were glad 
to get back to Camp No. 2, to 
have some food and ease their 
feet in comfortable high-altitude 
boots. Despite the severe sur- 
roundings, the frequent noise of 
falls of ice and the movement 
of the glacier, it seemed homey, 
though it was snowing heavily 
outside. 

The next day, the expedition 
pushed ahead into the Cwn to- 
ward the South Col, where Camp 
No. 14 was established. 

The enthusiasm felt as our men 
gazed for the first time on the 
remarkable West Cwn after con- 
quering those huge crevasses, see- 
ing Lhotse, the South Col of 
Everest and the great glacier 
itself, can well be imagined. After 
days of great preservence we had 
conquered the ice fall, and the 
way was open to further adven- 
ture.

Reason Why 
Fruit Should 
Be Washed 


By Edith M. Barber 


fruit be washed? That’s a 

question that came up re- 
cently. It was proclaimed to be 
just a new-fangled idea by some 
of the group. As one of the men 
said, “We never used to wash the 
berries out of our garden, and 
they never seemed to hurt any- 
body.” 

Even home gardeners often find 
it necessary to spray bushes to 
protect. them from the inroads of 
insects. Of course, all bushes 
grown for the production of prod- 
ucts for commercial use are 
sprayed. And that is the reason 
why we are advised to wash 
fruits. Unwashed. berries. cer- 


W iu should berries and other . 


tainly do hold their shape better, 


but for precautionay measure, we 
will discount this when we use 
cultivated fruit. 

In my opniion, it is better to 
store unwashed berries in the re- 
frigerator. Then, half an hour or 
so before they are to be used, 
they may be poured into a colan- 
der or a large strainer, washed 
under running water and then 
they will have time to drain well. 
The strainer should be given a 


‘shake once in a while so that the 


berries may dry easily. 

If berries are to be sweetened 
before serving, the sugar should 
be addéd not too long ahead, un- 
less the fruit is to be used for 
shortcake, and it should be kept 
at room temperature. In the re- 
frigerator, the sugar will not melt 


‘and distribute itself among the 


berries. The~same thing is true 
of sliced fruit. Fruits such as 
peaches, pears and apples should 
not be too cold when they are 


served, as this seems to inter- — 


fere with flavor. To prevent 
darkening of sliced fruit, delay 
preparation until shortly before 
serving time. Sprinkling with 
lemon juice will go far prevent 
darkening. 
FLUFFY FRUIT SAUCE 
One cup berries, one-half cup 
confectioners’ sugar (about), one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
lemon juice, one-fourth cup sugar, 
two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 
Crush berries with confection- 
ers’ sugar, salt and lemon juice. 
Fold in oné-fourth cup sugar to 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Fold 
in berry mixture. Beat well and 
serve with ice cream, vanilla or 
tapioca pudding. 


Pie or tart shells usually need 
10 to 12 minutes of baking in a 
hot: (425 F.) oven.

‘Too Many Cooks Spoil the Broth.’ 


HIS old proverb is not about 
T cooks, neither is it about 

broth. It is a wonderful ex- 
ample of the succinctness, the 
pithiness, the high degree of econ- 
omy by which the axioms of old- 
en times express so much in so 
few words. No wonder that for 
centuries they were so very com- 
mon a medium of expression in 
everyday speech. How, for ex- 
ample, can you say more em- 
phatically, or more briefly, that 
too many persons on a job of 
setting something right are like- 
ly to cause confusion rather than 
get results, than with the state- 
ment that “Too many cooks spoil 
the broth’? 


The aphorism was popular in 
the seventeenth century and gave 
rise to later virtuosity of expres- 
siow in slight changes in form. 
Thomas Fuller—this one the phy- 
sician and compiler, writing into 
the eighteenth century—made of 
it, “The more cooks the worse 
broth.” 

Its earliest appearance in print, 
or the first instance to which it 
can be traced, is in the work of 
George Gascoigne, the English 
poet, who wrote in his Life of 
Catew, published in 1575: “There 
is the proverb, the more cooks 
the worse potage.” On the face 
of this the saying was earlier 
known by word of mouth; just 
how early has eluded the record.

Drain Trouble

RAINS serve to carry water from a house. Since water 
being carried from a house is not a thing of beauty the 
drain customarily is hidden underground. 

' The drain does its work quietly, unostentatiously and effi- 
ciently until it gets stopped up. Then it does not work at all. 
Water which should be carried from the house backs up and 
appears in unwelcome places. 

In the emergency a plumber must be called in to unstop 
the drain. He will ask where it is. To this question there are 
many possible answers. One member of the family recalls that 
the drain was laid in one direction. Another is equally posi- 
tive that the drain went the opposite way. 

A map showing the location of the drain would be useful. 
Such a map no doubt was planned by you but never drawn. Or 
else the map was drawn and put away. Where it is at the mo- 
ment who can say? 

The plumber, confused by contradictory evidence, is forced 
to fall back on his own resources. He will study the terrain. 
He will make soundings. He will run cables. He will scratch 
his head. 

If this examination produces no satisfactory diagnosis he 
will order an exploratory operation. This will involve digging 
without regard to shrubs, perennial borders, flagstone walks 
and other improvements superimposed on the drain. 


By means of this scientific approach the location of the » 


drain will be determined, and the obstruction removed. The 
drain then will go back to performing its duty. The plumber 
will submit his bill. 

After one such experience, householders will declare that 
never again will they let themselves be caught like that. They 


will draw a map showing the location of the drain in detail and 


file it in a safe place. | ! : 
They seriously mean it, no doubt. But they never do.

Every day, in St. Louis 

and every other city, a 
number of citizens with monkey 
business on their minds choose to 
challenge the basic accuracy of 
this cliche. It is foolish of them. 
Men like Bob Matteson make it so. 

Jose Romero discovered this 
the other day when a warrant 
for his arrest was issued- just 
eight hours after his former danc- 
ing teacher, pretty Mrs. Irene 
Thompson, was found murdered 
at Hotel Jefferson amid what ap- 
peared to laymen to be few clues. 
Bob had quite a bit to do with 
this speedy sleuthing, just as he 
had on at léast six other occa- 
sions when the Board of Police 
Commissioners cited him for out- 
standing service. 

On the street, yeu wouldn’t 
give Bob another look. He is tall, 
40, boyish-looking and, although 
his lightweight suit is neatly 
pressed, you might be able to tell 
that he hasn’t been able to buy 
a new one for a few years. This 
is because he has three kids and 
makes $72.75 a week. 

About the only mildly unusual 
aspect of Bob’s appearance is that 
he usually has his hand in his 
left trouser pocket and wears his 
coat, no matter how hot it gets. 
That’s so he can hide the gun on 
his belt. 

Bob is Robert W. Matteson, 
special officer for the Police De- 
partment’s Central District, the 
teeming segment of concrete and 
humanity between Jefferson ave- 
nue and the Mississippi, Wash- 
ington and Chouteau avenues, and 
headquarters at Twelfth and Clark 
streets. He has had the job for 
12 years and likes it fine. A spe- 
cial officer is the general practi- 
tioner among detectives. “Up- 
stairs,” in the detective division, 
they specialize in such things as 
homicide, Matteson may handle 
whatever sort of skulduggery oc- 
curs in his district and requires 
an investigator in plain clothes. 
He likes that, too. 

It is not likely that Bob will 
ever be called upon to collar a 
Soviet atom spy. Russian spies 
don’t seem to frequent the Cen- 
tral District much. But Bob fre- 
quently has occasion to snap his 
handcuffs around the wrists of 
characters who might otherwise 
some day be poking a metal ob- 
ject in your rib and express in- 
terest in your wallet. 

For instance... 

A couple of years ago, a 16- 
year-old kid dyed his red hair 
black, held up a cafe at Sixth 
and Chestnut streets early in the 
morning, shot a porter in the leg 
and ran off with the money from 
the till. Matteson and his partner 
were cruising in their unmarked 
police sedan around Fourteenth 
and Locust streets when the po- 
lice radio directed to the scene 
another car that was closer. Bob 
headed in the same direction. 

Special officers have standing 
orders not to go to the scene 
ef such a crime. Uniformed men 
are already there and relay their 
information to the dispatcher at 
headquarters who broadcasts it. 
So Bob cruised about several 
blocks from the cafe. By then, 
the radio had given him a rough 
description of the suspect, who 
was reported to be wearing a 
leather jacket. Almost immedi- 
ately, Bob spotted a young man 
walking on Seventh street. He 
wasn’t wearing a jacket, but Bob 
pulled to the curb.

The kid said he’d been to see 
his girl but couldn’t quite recall 
where she lived. A few more 
questions and he meekly led the 
officers to the alley where he had 
hidden his gun and jacket. It 
turned out that he had just come 
from Memphis where he was 
wanted in connection with eight 
holdups within three days. 

In this case, the time elapsed 
between the crime and the arrest 
was about five minutes. Bob got 
a citation for the job, but he 
shrugs it off as luck. 

“If we'd gone north instead 
of south, -we’d never have run 
into him,” he says. 

A little more than “luck” was 
required when Bob was assigned 
to find out why a prowler in a 
downtown office building had 
brutally beaten an old charwoman 
and a night \.atchman before 
fleeing into the night. It was 
feared that the woman might die. 

“The point is,” says Bob, “an 
ordinary sneak thief is going to 
run. In a deal like this, there 
must be some other motive.” 


Bob canvassed the building and 
came up with the information 
that the description of a prowler 
seemed to fit the appearance of 
a former tenant of the building. 
It was the right man. He had 
been snooping for incriminating 
papers when the cleaning woman 
stumbled onto him. 

“There’s a reason for every- 
thing,” Bob likes to say. 

Sometimes, of course, the rea- 
son for the behavior of his cus- 
tomers may be a little obscure. 
Certainly nobody could figure out 
why a blonde young woman in a 
long black raincoat, long white 
gloves and a white shoulder-strap 
purse not too long ago felt com- 
pelled to hold up a little confec- 
tionery store and make off with 
$20. Bob and his permanent part- 
ner and friend, Special Officer 
John Weingart, talked it over. 
The woman, on her way to the 
confectionery, had picked up a 
cab at Hotel Statler. Playing a 
hunch, Bob and John went to the 
hotel, figuring she might be back. 
She wasn’t, but the hunch was 
roughly right. 

_ “We were driving around Ninth 
and Locust after hanging around 
the hotel,” Bob says, “and right 
there in the crowd was this gal. 
She fit the description down to 
the handbag. Turned out she had 
a pistol in it and a list of other 
stores she was going to hold up. 

“A woman who goes around 
and pulls a holdup like that is 
either a screwhall or an ama- 
teur,” he says. “The primary 
thing that motivates people like 
that is that if it worked once, 
it’ll work again.”

“Everybody with 
any sense is home in bed,” he 
relates, “but here is this clown 
reaching into a jewelry window.” 
The “clown” ran, with $800 worth 
of loot cradled in his arm, but he 
didn’t run fast enough.

“That,” says Matteson, “was the 
result of being at the right place 
at the right time and cruising in- 
stead of laying around drinking 
coffee.” Cruising is what all spe- 
cial officers are supposed to do 
when they’re not actually on a 
case. 

And that, again, was what he 
did one afternoon a couple of 
years back when some passers-by 
indicated that there had been 
trouble in. a nearby drugstore. 
It developed that a man had tried 
to cash a postal money order that 
was originally made out for $6. 
He had upped the ante to $60, a 
Federal offense. When the coun- 
ter girl became suspicious and 
called the boss, the man ran off, 
leaving a draft card showing an 
original draft registration in a 
small Michigan town. The name 
on the card had been altered, but 
Bob had a hunch that the catd 
was the man’s own. 

He wen‘ to the draft board 
which checked some 10,000 cards 
and came up with one that 
matched in every particular, ex- 
cept for the name. The right 
name, of course, was on file and 
one and a half days after the 
money order was presented in the 
drugstore the proper gent was 
under arrest. 


“The detective work done by | 


Special Offiter Matteson in this 
case was of an unusually high 
order,” wrote one of the post of- 
fice inspectors, who generally are 
pretty fair detectives themselves 
and ought to know. 

In the Romero case, the body 
of the murdered woman was 
found on a Sunday morning. Bob 
came to work at 3 p.m. and was 
told by the officer he was reliev- 
ing that the woman’s mother had 
said Mrs. Thompson had a friend 
named Penny, first name un- 
known, address unknown. Penny 
was supposed to be a hairdresser 
at a department store. 

Bob called his contacts at vari- 
but some of them 
couldn’t be reached immediately 
and so he had no luck.

“Is this the home of Mr. Penny, 
the hair stylist?” 

The sixth Penny was the right 
one. He knew of Jose, but he 
didn’t know Jose’s full name or 
address. He sent Bob and other 
officers to the dancing school 
where he knew Mrs. Thompson 
had met Jose. The dancing school 
records led to Jose’s roommate. 
The ring around the suspect had 
snapped shut. 

Why wasn’t a detail left behind 
at Jose’s room to catch him when,

“We don’t put ourselves into 
the position where they can get 
the drop on us,” he explains.

Contract 
Bridge 


By Ely Culbertson _ 


A S discussed yesterday, a 


simple and accurate formula 

is necessary, to include in the 
over-all valuation of a hand those 
trick-winning probabilities which 
do not stem from the hand’s high 
cards. The new Culbertson Rule 
of Three and Four performs this 
duty. 

When valuing a hand for an 
opening suit-bid, count the high 
cards in the same way as for no- 
trump (aces, 4 points each; kings, 
3; queens, 2; jacks, 1) but add: 

One point for every card in 
excess of four cards in your 
trump suit, and one point fer 
every card in excess of three 
cards in each side suit. 

There is no need to take a 
roundabout course and add points 
for singletons, doubletons or 
voids; the more direct appraisal 
of length-values in the trump s 
and side suits, via this simp 
formula, produces the same ef- 
fect, and, as will be seen later, 
becomes more accurate as thé 
bidding develops. (More about 
the formula tomorrow.) 

Preliminary to a Cross-Roff. 

When a declarer sees that a 
hand calls for the _ cross-ruff 
treatment, his first duty is usu- 
ally to cash side-suit aces and 
kings, and this is particularly true 
in respect to very high contracts. 
A nationally-famous player lost 
his slam in the following deal by 
failing to apply this principle.

In a rubber game, with both 
sides vulnerable, South reached 
the excellent contract of six dia- 
monds, with the opponents silent 
throughout the auction. West led 
the heart queen. South won with 
the ace, cashed the ace and king 
of clubs, and then led a third 
club. East hastily got rid of his 
last heart—and South was well on 
the road to ruin. He led a spade 
to the king and a heart back to- 
ward his K-2, but East ruffed in, 
and that was the effective end of 
the matter. 

It would have been quite a dif- 
ferent story if South had cashed 
his two top tricks in the three 
side suits before launching the 
cross-ruff. Moreover, with the 
club jack dropping from East on 
the second round of clubs, South 
was given an explicit warning 
that East might be able to dis- 
card on the third round—and that 
discard might well be fatal to 
South.

Going back ovér the running 
high jump retords, I find that 
an American, E. H. Clark, won 
the first Olympic contest of this 
kind. His leap was for 5 feet, 
11% inches. 

Americans have won most of 


the Olympic st high jump 
victories since then, but an Irish- 
man was the man once, and 
a Canadian, D. McNaughton, won 
the crown at another meeting. 
McNaughton le 6 feet, 5% 
inches, The all-time Olympic 
record (up to this ) for the 
event was made Cornelius 
Johnson, an American, 16 years 
ago. He jumped 6 feet, 7 and

IT IS HARDER to jump high 
from a standing position. The 
standing high jump was given up 
as an Olympic event after 1912, 
but while it was on the program, 
R, C. Ewry, an American, was 
first at four different Olympic 
meetings.
